New Honorary Members of Aslib 


Professor Cyril Cleverdon and Mr Leslie Wilson have been 
made honorary members of Aslib in recognition of their con- 
tributions to the work of Aslib and the world: of information. 

Honorary membership has been given only seven times 
since the Association was founded in 1924 and is acknowledged 
as the highest distinction conferred by Aslib. 

The award has been made to Leslie Wilson for his long and 
distinguished service as Director of Aslib, a post which he held 
from 1951 until his retirement in September, 1978. 

Professor Cleverdon's honorary membership also coincides 
with his retirement, as Librarian at the Cranfield Institute of 
Technology, and marks his close and active association with 
Aslib over many years, and his pioneering research in the 
information field. 


Leslie Wilson, M.A., J.P., M.l.Inf.Sc. Leslie Wilson, Director 

of Aslib 1950—78, was formerly Foreign Editor of The Times 
Educational Supplement and Foreign Correspondent of 7he 
Times 1946—50. He has been a member of the Parliamentary 
and Scientific Committee and has addressed members of both 
Houses of Parliament on developments in scientific and 
technical information. He has been a member of the Secretary 
of State's Advisory Committee on Scientific and Technical 
Information, of the Library Advisory Council for England 

and was one of the earliest protagonists for developing 
research programmes and consultancy in the information 

field as well as for expanding the provision of short, intensive 
training courses in specific aspects of information work. He 
has greatly expanded Aslib's international interests and com- 
mitment and was Treasurer of the FID (The International 
Federation for Documentation) for some eight years. Honorary 
membership of the Special Libraries Association was conferred 
on Leslie Wilson at their Convention in Kansas City, Missouri 
in June 1978. 


Professor Cleverdon, F.L.A., F.l.Inf.Sc. Professor Cleverdon 
has been Chairman of the Aslib Council twice and has con- 
tributed extensively to the work of Aslib committees, notably 
in the field of research. His Cranfield studies, carried out in 
association with Aslib, into developing a methodology to 
measure the comparative effectiveness of indexing languages 
and retrieval systems, have been universally recognized. His 
pioneering research in the information field has earned him the 
Professional Award of the Special Libraries Association, the 
first to a non-American, and an Honorary Fellowship of the 
Library Association. Since his retirement, Professor Cleverdon 
has accepted the post of Executive Secretary of the European 
Association of Information Services. 


Conferences and Meetings in 1979 


Four Evening Meetings have so far been arranged for 
members in the early part of the year. John Martyn will talk 
about Prestel and public libraries, an account of the LA/Aslib 
research on this project, on 17 January; on 21 February, David 
Rodger will introduce and discuss a tape-slide presentation of 
the project for the new British Library building in Euston Road; 
Professor J. D. Cornford will ask whether we want a Freedom 
of Information Act (he thinks we do) on 21 March; and on 
25 April Dr R. Lester of Queen Elizabeth College will talk 
about user education — in a provocative vein, he promises. 

The Twelfth Aslib Annual Lecture will be given on 13 June 
by Lord Thomson of Monifeith, who will talk about Informa- 
tion and the European Community. 

Involvement with Group activities in 1979 takes the form of 
Informatics 5: The Analysis of Meaning (26—28 March in the 
Queen's College, Oxford), of which details follow.

| . Third International Congress on Data Processing IKD Berlin 


-1978 in conjunction with the Fourth International Conference 


on Very Large Data Bases (VLDB) 1978 


Some 1300 EDP experts from more than 40 European and 
overseas countries met in the Berlin Congress Hall 12—15 
September to exchange views on a broad spectrum of topical 
technical, organizational and socio-political problems associa- 
ted with electronic data processing. 800 participants took part 
in the Third International Congress on Data Processing IKD 
Berlin, which was presented in conjunction with the Fourth 
International Conference on Very Large Data Bases (VLDB). 
500 experts attended the scientific conference. 

The main topics of the Third IKD Berlin, which, with its 
70 or so lectures in eleven workshop series, four panel discus- 
sions and four main papers, was aimed especially at data 
processing practicians, had to do with questions of data privacy 
and data security, the many ramifications of 'Distributed 
Processing' and its myriad individual aspects (minicomputers, 
process computers and microcomputer applications) and the 
latest methods of software development. A number of prac- 
tical examples to augment the theoretical presentations of 
data privacy and data security were displayed in an informa- 
tive Special Show in the foyer of the Congress Hall. 

The Fourth IKD will be held in the International Congress 
Center ICC Berlin in September 1980.

| should like to explain the delay in the appearance of 
AEBIG's list of members. When questionnaires were 
originally mailed in April (by ASLIB HQ) the response was 
very poor (about 30%) and some members reported not 
receiving them at all.

AEBIG Visit to BSO 


A party of AEBIG members visited the Business Statistics 
Office at Newport on 25 October 1978. A full day's programme 
had been arranged for us starting with a welcoming address by 
the Director, Mr Ash. In his speech, Mr Ash made three main 
points. 

Firstly, he referred to the current revolt against form-filling. 
As a result of mounting criticisms, the Prime Minister announced 
in July a far-reaching review of all forms both statistical and 
administrative. Mr Ash said however that this swing against form- 
filling could go too far — 'You the librarians' he said 'are the 
main interface between people such as us who supply figures 
and those who use them. You should know that the more we 
cut down on form-filling, the less accurate the results are 
because there is no statistical expertise which will adequately 
replace missing returns’. 

Secondiy, Mr Ash pointed out the BSO's increasing awareness 
of the new techniques available for the dissemination of 
information. For example, they are currently planning the input 
of some BSO figures to the Prestel System and for some years 
they have made some information available on magnetic tape 
as well as in printed form. 

Thirdly, Mr Ash said that the extent to which BSO has 
worked with librarians has not always been as close as he 
would have liked. With this in mind, he suggested that if any 
of us are arranging a discussion or symposium about industrial 
statistics, they would be very glad to provide a speaker and 
possibly lay on a small exhibition of publications from the 
Government Statistical Service. Also, if we think a visit to BSO 
and discussion with the statisticians would be of interest to 
colleagues, they would be welcomed down at Newport. 

The BSO library which we toured round subsequently now 
has, for the first time for a year or two, a full complement of 
two professional librarians with supporting staff. Many people 
do not realize that the library is not only a service for BSO 
staff but that it is one of only three designated inquiry points 
for the Government Statistical Service as a whole, the other 
two being the Central Statistical Office and the Statistics and 
Market Intelligence Library. Librarian Mr P. McShane went on 


to explain that whilst they initially set out to deal with inquiries 
from Wales and the West, in practice they deal with any 
inquiries they receive by telex, telephone or letter. They are 
begirining to specialize in questions about the UK, to give the 
SMIL library more time to concentrate on queries about over- 
Seas. 

After the library tour and buffet lunch we were shown 
rourd the office, concentrating particularly on the impressive 
computerized facilities. The visit ended with an explanation of 
how the BSO conducts the Annual Retail Inquiry.

NEW PUBLICATION 


Libraries for Health Care 


Wessex was the first National Health Service region to appoint 
a professional regional librarian to take full responsibility for 
the planning and development of library services to all staff in 
the region. To mark the tenth anniversary of that appointment 
the library staff in Wessex decided to record some of the ex- 
periences in setting up the Wessex Regional Library and Infor- 
mation Service (WRLIS). 

Libraries for Health: the Wessex experience (209p. Wessex 
Regional Library Service, 1978, £4.50) is written for librarians 
and all those who are interested in library services for health 
care. It is not an attempt to describe in detail the organization 
of WRLIS but rather seeks to illustrate aspects of that service 
which the library staff themselves consider to be important. 

The arrangement of the book is in four main sections: the 
introduction is a brief overview of the history and development 
of the library service. The second section sets out some of the 
basic principles on which the library service has been based or 
which have been defined from experience. In the third section 
are described aspects of co-ordination in the library service, 
largely the central services provided for the region. The fourth 
section illustrates the library services in action; these are 
selective glimpses of how librarians see themselves involved in 
the work of the National Health Service. 


NEWSPOINTS 


Standing Conference on Social Science Information 


The need for an organized and visible group of specialists in 
the social science field in the United Kingdom emerged from a 
recently held series of meetings and discussions of interested 
persons. There was general agreement regarding the need to 
provide an obvious and authoritative focus for the discussion 
of information problems and issues in the social sciences and 
to provide for a wider representation of interests than was 
possible in existing professional and social science information 
groupings. There was a strong feeling, also, that social science 
information problems needed more sympathetic and informed 
treatment than was the case currently. 

At a meeting held at the Open University, on 30 October, 
1978, it was decided to form such a group under the name 
Standing Conference on Social Science Information (inevitably, 
SCOSSI). The decision was taken, also, to establish three in- 
formal discussion/working groups. These groups are to (a) 
review international developments and relations with overseas 
institutions and individuals in the area of social science infor- 
mation, (b) review UK social sciences information, documenta- 
tion and library activities and (c) explore existing ideas regard- 
ing the structure and formation of social science knowledge. 
The establishment of other such groups is being considered. 

With the setting up of the Standing Conference on Social 
Science Information it is hoped to provide the hitherto missing 
focal point for the interests of suppliers of social science 
information services, research workers in social science infor- 
mation, users of social science information and social scien- 
tists engaged on information problems. The acting Chairman 
of the Standing Conference is Professor D. Swift, of the 
Open University. The Secretary is Mr N. Roberts, Post- 
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graduate School of Librarianship and Information Science, 
University of Sheffield, Western Bank, Sheffield, S10 2TN. 


Latin American Centre for Development Administration 


As a direct result of a recent consultancy carried out by 
Capital Planning Information, a seminar was held in Bridge- 
town, Barbados, from 1—3 November, under the auspices of 
the Latin American Centre for Development Administration 
(CLAD). This international organization is based in Caracas, 
Venezuela, and is supported by the United Nations and 
member governments. Some 20 senior librarians and informa- 
tion specialists from international organizations, like UNESCO, 
CLADES (based in Chile), the Caribbean Documentation 
Centre (Trinidad), and participating countries such as Chile, 
Peru, Venezuela, Dominican Republic, Trinidad, Jamaica, 
Barbados, Mexico and Guyana attended. 

The theme of the seminar was 'Developing a public adminis- 
tration information network for Latin America and the Carib- 
bean' and its basic objectives were: 


1. ascertain the state-of-the-art in the publishing and 
document handling areas relevant to public administra- 
tion in al! participating and observer countries 

2. develop personal contacts between key personnel in- 
volved in libraries and documentation centres in public 
administration 

3. plan a programme which will ensure the effective inter- 

. change of documents and research information 

4. co-ordinate the systems which will be necessary to main- 
tain this interchange. 


There was considerable local interest as discussions are well 
advanced to establish a sub-centre of the CLAD in the Caribbean 
based in Bridgetown. 


An Interim Study of Library Relationships 


The Chairman of the Library Advisory Council for England, 
Mr Dick Leonard, has informed the Rt Hon Shirley Williams, 
Secretary of State for Education and Science, of the Council's 
view that there should be an urgent enquiry into the whole rela- 
tionship between the Department, national, public, university 
and other libraries and library advisory councils, as recommen- 
ded in the eighth report from the Expenditure Committee of 
the House of Commons. 

Mr Leonard said that at the Council's November meeting à 
number of members had reservations about the ability of the 
Council to undertake an enquiry of the scope and scale required. 

Nevertheless, it had asked a working party to prepare an 
interim report on the roles and relationships of the bodies con- 
cerned to be presented at the Council's meeting in April. 


OBITUARY 


Dr Frank E. McKenna, 1921—1978 


Dr Frank E. McKenna, Executive Director of the Special 
Libraries Association, died of natural causes at his home in 
New York City on 10 November 1978. 

Dr McKenna was appointed Executive Director of SLA in 
1970. Under his direction, the Association experienced a 
period of revitalization and unprecedented growth. From a 
total membership of 6,500 at the time of his appointment, 
SLA has grown to its present membership of over 11,000. 

Dr McKenna worked tirelessly to promote the Special 
Libraries Association and to increase its vistbility on the 
national and international scenes. Through his efforts at suc- 
cessfully championing important library issues, he won the 
respect and friendship of librarians all over the world. 

The organizations in which Dr McKenna was active in- 
clude the American Chemical Society, the International Federa- 
tion of Library Associations and Institutions, and the Special 
Libraries Association. He was a Fellow of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science and a member of Phi 
Lambda Upsilon, honorary chemical society.

Aslib Visit to Royal Botanic Gardens Library, Edinburgh 


The group that visited the Royal Botanic Gardens was met 
and welcomed at one of the entrances. Our guide took us for a 
quick walk across the gardens which included going through 
the magnificent rock garden. The rocks, which were very big, 
had been transported to the site; the plants growing there 
were not cultivars, but species collected from all over the 
world. The glasshouses ranged from humid tropical tempera- 
tures to hot arid zones showing the different plants that would 
grow in similar areas. 

In the library the librarian Mr M. V. Mathew welcomed us 
and told us briefly about the history of the library, emphasiz- 
ing in particular that many of the books were very old, but 
that, because of the taxonomic work of the Botanic Gardens, 
they were just as much in use as the current publications. 

Mr Mathew then showed us a few of the very beautiful old 
books of herbals and fungi which he had had put on display 
for our benefit. 

We were taken to see the herbarium where we were told 
that some of the specimens were over 200 years old. On 
receipt, they are fumigated and then preserved, according to 
their size, on card in boxes or, in the case of some of the 
more delicate plants, in a jar of solution. The specimens were 
in constant use by both staff and visiting research workers; 
they were even sent out on loan without any special packing 
precautions.

Teaching Information Handling Skills to Biology Students: 
The Travelling Workshops Experiment 


The many problems and complexities of biological informa- 
tion have been re-emphasized recently by the publication of 
the final report of the Biological Information Review Commit- 
tee," which was set up in 1975 ^with the aims of surveying all 
aspects of biological information research and of recommend- 
ing topics for further study by the British Library Research 
and Development Department.' The report looks at a number 
of ways in which biological information might be made more 
manageable, from the production of synopsis journals and the 
commissioning of scholarly reviews, to the use of macropro- 
files and the compilation of inventories of data banks. 

Biological information can also be made more accessible to 
its users, by providing them with the requisite skills to locate, 
evaluate and use it effectively. The need to educate biologists 
in the presentation and use of information occupies a complete 
chapter of the report, and gives rise to six out of the twenty- 
three recommendations. 

For the past three years, a British Library Research and 
Development Department project has been concerned with 
user education for undergraduate biologists: The Travelling 
Workshops Experiment (TWE) was established by BLRDD 
in 1975 with the intention of demonstrating to teaching and 
library staff in selected institutions of higher education, how 
various aspects of information handling could be taught and 
incorporated into the students' curriculum, and to encourage 
a continuing user education programme in these institutions. 
The emphasis was on relating user education to the subject 
content of students' courses. The experiment covered three 
subject areas; biology was chosen because of the healthy con- 
cern shown both by individual biologists, and by groups such 
as the Committee on Biological Information (sponsored 
jointly by the Institute of Biology, Aslib, and various other 
organizations). 
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The first two years of the project were occupied with plan- 
ning, preparing and running courses (or workshops) for students. 
Ten biology workshops were run for students in eight different 
universities and polytechnics in Southern Scotland and Nor- 
thern England. Workshops typically lasted for two or three 
days, and the major achievement was the development of a 
self-instructional workshop format. This comprised an exten- 
sive display of information sources (set up in a library seminar 
room, a classroom, or a laboratory) which students could 
work their way through with the aid of a handbook, practical 
exercises, tape-slide programmes, audio-cassette tapes and 
posters. In this way the students learnt, at their own pace, 
how to use sources such as reference books, bibliographies, 
and abstracts and indexes. In addition, there was a section of 
the handbook and a tape-slide programme dealing with the 
overall strategies and approaches to be adopted when search- 
ing for information. 

During the final year of the project, the direction changed 
somewhat. It became apparent that much of the value of the 
TWE lay in the materials it had developed, and the experience 
it had accumulated, rather than in the actual running of 
workshops. During the academic year 1977—8, therefore, the 
TWE materials (handbooks, tapes, slides etc.) were made 
available as packages for any librarian or lecturer to use as 
they saw fit. The Biology Information Learning Package, as it 
became known, was used on fourteen occasions in thirteen 
different universities and polytechnics throughout England 
and Scotland. 

At the conclusion of the project, the TWE felt strongly that 
the packages showed great potential as a means of promoting 
user education. The BLRDD has therefore granted the TWE 
and extension until January 1980 to enable further work to 
be carried out on the development and evaluation of packages. 
During this phase of the project, the packages are being so/d 
to anyone wishing to purchase them, This will enable 
Newcastle Polytechnic to assess the potential market for such 
packages, with a view to possibly establishing a permanent 
unit to produce packages. 

The main component of the biology package is a student 
handbook explaining the use of the major bibliographic tools, 
with worked examples and practical exercises. This is supple- 
mented by two tape-slide programmes, 'Finding information 
in biology’, and ‘A guide to Chemical Abstracts for biologists;’ 
and two audio-tape cassettes explaining the use of Biological 
Abstracts and Science Citation Index. There are also six posters 
explaining the use of the major bibliographic tools. Finally a 
teacher’s manual provides guidance on the ways in which the 
package might be used (based on the experience of previous 
package users), and how its use can be evaluated, using the 
test and questionnaire provided. 

The scope of the package appears to be wide. Originally 
the materials were developed for use in self-instructional work- 
shops by second or third year degree students about to under- 
take a project; their subjects ranged through Biology, Applied 
Biology, Botany, Zoology, Microbiology, Biochemistry, 
Genetics and Ecology. Last year the package was used by an 
even wider range of students, including part-time M.I. Biol. 
and one group of agriculture students. Last year also demon- 
strated that the package could be used in a number of ways; 


package users were mostly librarians, but in two cases all the 


organization and teaching was done by lecturers. Some in- 
stitutions mounted a one or two-day workshop; some held a 
workshop spread over several afternoons in consecutive weeks; 
others expected students to use the package materials, in the 
library, in their own time, either with or without an introduc- 
tory session; finally some used the package as a basis for a 
series of formal taught seminars. On most occasions nearly 

all components of the package were used. 


During this coming year we anticipate an even wider range 
of uses. Users will have time to make adaptations if they wish, 
and incorporate their own material; one user plans to use 
different parts of the package progressively with first, second 
and third year students. The package is also being bought by 
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one or two special libraries; it will be instructive to see whether 
it is used for reader training, staff training, or perhaps as a 
model for the preparation of their own training materials. 
Whether or not there is potential for packages explaining the 
use of information sources, which can be used in libraries out- 
side the formal education system, is open to debate. A question- 
naire distributed by Aslib to workshop participants a year after- 
wards showed that, although 68 per cent of students said that they 
had put into practice something they had learned in a work- 
shop, the detailed content of the workshop was not clearly 
recalled. This seems to point to the need for further reinforce- 
ment once students go out into the 'field', be it industry, 
research, classroom or office. Perhaps what training at the 
undergraduate level should be aiming to achieve is summed 
up in the comment of the student who said, ‘I was more con- 
fident that there would be something somewhere . . . previously 
| wouldn't have bothered.’ Daphne Clark.

UK Agricultural information Group 


Action has been taken on the perceived need for a UK Agri- 
cultural Information Group for librarians, information scien- 
tists and others working in agriculture. 


A steering Committee, nominated at the initial meeting of 
this proposed association on 4 May 1978, met on 22 June 1978 
and decided to arrange their next meeting and report to coin- 
cide with Aslib’s 52nd Annual Conference. The main aim was 
to present our conclusions to as representative a group of 
agricultural information oriented people as possible without 
the expense of a national meeting 

As a further incentive it was arranged to present a demonstra- 
tion of ESCA's information retrieval service prior to our 
Committee's presentation. This demonstration was very ably 
arranged by Miss Ruth Johnson, ESCA's Librarian, and pre- 
sented by Dr Lilwall. 

A discussion document was circulated to the group and the 
following was generally agreed by the majority of those attend- 
ing: 


1. There /s a need for such a group. 

2. Tostart such an organization would require an input of 
time amd money not obviously available. Therefore, a new 
independent group should not be considered at this time. 

3. This decision not to form an independent group should 
be reconsidered ata later date in the light of interest 
shown. 

4. Pro tem, Aslib's Biology Group was the best organization 
to meet the needs expressed, by sponsoring meetings 
similar to the one promoted on 3 May regarding Agri- 
cultural Information Systems. 

5. A request would be made to Aslib via Biology Group 
Executive members present that: 


(a) the Biology Group's Executive Committee regu- 
larly include at least two members currently work- 
ing in the agricultural information field. (NB. This 
is currently the case); 

(b) since many of those who work in the agricultural 

à information field are employed in small narrowly- 

te oriented libraries and are possibly not Aslib mem- 
bers, non-Aslib members be eligible and encouraged 
to attend relevant meetings (non-member cost to 
apply); 

(c) the Biology Group of Aslib be re-named the Bio- 
logical and Agricultural Group. 
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6. It was felt that this arrangement would cover most of 
the Commercial and Government Libraries because of 
Aslib membership, and the association of Agricultural 
Librarians in Colleges and Universities would publicize 
meetings to education libraries with an agricultural in- 
terest.

Many of the librarias in the educational sector. have only reta- 
tively recently seen their role as including the provision of some 
sort of information service to their users. But now it is rare to, 
find an academic library that is not investing considerable re- 
sources into this area. There are continual efforts to improve the 
standard of library guiding; nearly every library provides some 
sort of descriptive literature for its users — often this will take 
the form of an audiovisual presentation; it is common to find

Changes in Research and Consultancy 

The Research and Consultancy Departments of Aslib have 
been re-combined to form a single division which will be 
headed by Peter Vickers. John Martyn will continue to be 
responsible to the British Library for the research content of 
the work that Aslib does for them. 

There are several reasons for making this change at this 
particular time, but essentially it should be seen as part of a 
move towards a more practical orientation for Aslib’s research 
activity. 

In the next few months we have to prepare an application 
for renewal of funding from the BL. This calls for an outline 
of a research programme for the years 1980—81. It has there- 
fore been necessary to consider carefully the special research 
capability that Aslib should claim, alongside the various other 
research units that now exist in library schools and BL-funded 
centres. 

It is obviously desirable that Aslib should capitalize on the 
regular contact it has with its members, through which it can 
keep aware of the problems faced by information workers 
that may require investigation or research. One important 
form of contact, especially where research is concerned, is 
that which results from consultancy work. It is felt that by 
bringing together the research and consultancy functions, 
the common problems that consultancy reveals can be fed into 
the research programme; and better investigative methods can 
be developed for consultancy projects.

NEW PUBLICATIONS: 


Humanities Surveys 

Recently published is a report on information needs and 
research problems in the humanities, prepared by the Centre 
for Research on User Studies at Sheffield University. 

Two large-scale postal surveys were carried out, one of 
university staff and one of Ph.D. students. Five subjects — 
English, French, History, Music and Philosophy — were covered, 
and people at thirty-five university institutions in England and 
Wales took part. The results are based on the replies to a de- 
tailed questionnaire filled in by 612 academics and 203 Ph.D. 
students. Particular care was taken to obtain a good sample of 
the population and to encourage a high response rate and the 
results were well worth the time and effort involved. 

A picture emerges of a great diversity of research in pro- 
gress and of an equally great variety of materials needed to 
pursue it. Differences between the five subjects are revealed, 
with historians and philosophers the widest apart in their 
information needs. Certain styles of research are also identi- 
fied, often crossing the subject boundaries. 

Light is thrown on the extent of use of the British Library 
Reference Division, on the ways people keep up-to-date with 
their subjects, and on many other aspects of the researcher's 
work. The problems of the Ph.D. student in learning research 
techniques and becoming integrated into university life are 
highlighted.

TWE Information Packages 

The Travelling Workshops Experiment has been granted 
an 18-month extension for further development of teaching 
and learning materials for user education in institutions of 
higher education. The materials were initially prepared and 
tested in a selected number of universities and polytechnics. 
The February 1979 issue of As/ib Information carried a re- 
port on the biology package (p. 33). 

During the present phase of the project the materials are 
being sold to anyone wishing to purchase them, so that they 
can be evaluated in a more realistic context. There are three 
different sets of materials, or Information Learning Packages, 
covering biology, mechanical engineering and social welfare. 
Two further packages are planned for the autumn, in nursing 
and history. Each set comprises a Teacher's Manual providing 
guidance on running a user education course, tape-slide and 
audio-tape programmes, posters, and a student handbook 
which explains the use of information sources and also con- 
tains practical work. The materials can be used for self- 
instruction, or as the basis of a course; additional copies of 
the student handbook can be purchased to cater for groups 
of students. The cost of each package is about £100. 

The research activities of the TWE will continue through- 
out 1979; the use of the packages will! be thoroughly moni- 
tored and evaluated. Newcastle Polytechnic hopes to be able 
to continue to market the packages, and to widen the range 
of subjects covered.

NEWSPOINTS 


Euronet User Forum 
Dr P. W. Williams of the Computation Dept. UMIST, has 
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News 


provided this report of the forum in Luxembourg in November 
1978. He attended as the UK users' group representative. 

The meeting opened with a statement from the director of 
the Euronet project Dr G. Anderla, who gave the up-to-date 
picture on the schedule for the network. Connection testing 
for the network began in November 1978, non-commercial 
operation will start in March 1979 and commercial operation 
on 1 July 1979, There is now a new standard X75 for the inter- 
connection of networks which is being implemented. Mr 
Anderla stated that Switzerland, Spain, and Sweden are interes- 
ted in joining but there are problems in connecting the 
Scandinavian network Scannet. Two US system operators, 

DRI and Lockheed, have asked for connection but Dr Anderla 
said this would not be possible for some considerable time. 

A questioner suggested that US operators have said they may 
withdraw their services from Europe if satisfactory arrange- 
ments are not made. 

Other developments were announced. A host group has now 
been established. Most hosts have now signed the Memorandum 
of Understanding to join Euronet. CIDST has now been re- 
formulated, they have been given a more powerful role, and 
a special task force has been set up to consider policy in the 
user area. 

Discussion on the Commission's report on document de- 
livery revealed that serious efforts are being made to find an 
arrangement whereby copies can be effectively provided 
without objections on the grounds of copyright. Some kind 
of royalty arrangement is being considered. 

Some fact sheets gave users an accurate picture of the 
present Euronet picture on such matters as hosts, files available, 
potential and actual. Interested users were urged to request 
the free fact sheets directly from the Commission in Luxem- 
bourg, to prevent the copying and circulating of out-of-date 
material. 

There was considerable discussion on the policy regarding 
US database access. The long term plan is for interconnection 
and common access but tough negotiations must take place 
before this will be allowed. Euronet tariffs were designed for 
cost recovery and it was not intended that they be subsidized 
although the Commission have contracted to pay for any 
shortfall in the traffic in the initial stages. 

The idea of a clearing house to issue one bill for usage of all the 
hosts was raised, There is some question as to whether system 
operators or users would be unhappy that their usage figures 
were available in the clearing house. Comments on this aspect 
are welcome. 


NETWORK On-Line Users’ Group

Local Authority Documentation 

Barry Nuttall, librarian of the Brunswick Terrace Library 
of Leeds Polytechnic, has been awarded a grant by the British 
Library to study the organization and control of local autho- 
rity documentation, with special reference to planning infor- 
mation. 

The project will seek reasons why librarians experience 
difficulties in discovering what documents have been produced 
by local authorities. Such documents are rarely fisted in natio- 
nal bibliographical sources and not often reviewed or men- 


tioned in specialist journals or periodicals. Often the only way . 


for the librarian to find out what has been produced is to 
write to each local authority separately, and to individual 
departments within the local authority, on a regular basis. 


Mr Nuttall intends to visit local authority planning depart- 
ments, both county and district, to seek views and to look at 
the problems from the inside.

An On-Line Information Centre for the UK is to be estab- 
lished at Aslib. Financed jointly by the British Library and the 
Department of Industry the purpose of the Centre is to pro- 
mote the use of computerized on-line information retrieval 
services with particular reference to Euronet — the European 
data transmission network. 

The initiative for establishing the Centre stemmed from a 
meeting of the Aslib-CBl Panel on Information for Industry 
which discussed the need for a Centre to advise UK on-line 
users in industry and elsewhere, and enable them to take full 
advantage of the rapid developments in on-line activities both 
inside and outside the EEC. The Panel recommended that 
Aslib should be encouraged to develop such a Centre in view 
of its operational and other experience in the on-line field, 
such as running training courses, mounting demonstrations 
and publishing. 

The functions of the Centre will be to provide information 
and advice on the use of on-line methods, selection of equip- 
ment, choice of host services and databases, operational prob- 
lems, search strategies and costs. The Centre will also maintain 
a register of UK on-line users, publish an on-line newsletter 
covering major developments, promote the education and 
training of existing and future users, and study and develop 
additional activities as the need arises. 

The facilities of the On-Line Information Centre will help 
UK industrial, commercial, research, government, academic 
and other organizations to gain maximum benefit from the 
stores of information now available on databases covering a 
wide range of subjects including those in science, technology, 
engineering, management, economics, social sciences and 
many other areas. 

In pursuing its objectives the Centre will work closely with 
systems operators, database producers, the various national 
postal, telephone and telegraph authorities, the EEC and 
users in the UK, 

Aslib will be responsible for operating the Centre assisted 
by a Management Committee representing Aslib, the British 
Library and the Department of Industry. Policy will be under 
the direction of an On-Line Policy Committee consisting of 
representatives from each of the following organizations: 
Aslib, the Library Association and the Institute of Information 
Scientists, together with representatives of on-line users drawn 
from industry, academic institutions, government departments 
and public libraries.

Some Recent Activities in Medical Librarianship 


Medical libraries are often small and run single-handed 
(though the medical schools are better served). Funds are 
limited, whilst the number of medical books published each 
year is about three times the number in other subjects, such 
as biology. Co-operation between these libraries has always 
been essential and is achieved through both informal con- 
tacts and official organizations. In many parts of Great Britain 
the National Health Service libraries, which are usually in 
Postgraduate Medical Centres, are grouped by region and their 
services are co-ordinated increasingly by a Regional Librarian. 
Many of the Medical School Librarians play an active part. 

Last May, for example, the Library Association Medical 
Health and Welfare Group, Education Sub-Committee, to- 
gether with the Library Resources Co-ordinating Committee 
of the University of London organized an exchange of ex- 
perience meeting for on-line users of medical data bases. The 
response was so great that two meetings were proposed, the 
first for participants coming from outside London. The 
programme dealt with the acquisition of Medline terminals, 
organization of a Medline service and machine-user inter- 
face. Issues discussed were wide ranging including selection of 
equipment, whether charges should be made, search strategies, 
for example, whether the information requestor should be 
present when his search was being done. Incidentally the meet- 
ing provided feed-back to the suppliers of the data bases. A 
. similar, second meeting was held for those in London at the 
end of 1978, also very successfully, where participants gathered 
information and made many useful contacts. 

On-line retrieval of information has always been an impor- 
tant feature for medical research. The recent British Library 
grant to the Wills Library at Guy's Hospital Medical School 
is to provide this information for clinical staff using clinical 
librarians. Their role is to be very closely associated with 
clinical problems and their solution. This is achieved by 
being present at pre- and post-ward round discussions, some- 
times going on ward rounds themselves and compiling dossiers 
on recurrent or specific problems. 

A major survey by the British Library Research and Deve- 
lopment Department, whose steering committee is under the 
chairmanship of Dr A. E. Ritchie, was begun in June 1976. 

Its aim is to 'survey the provision and use of medical litera- 
ture in the UK’, It began with a preliminary survey, led by 
Geoffrey Ford, of all libraries supplying medical information 
in London. This led to a pilot survey of the satisfaction and 
failure rates of inter-library loan demand and also examined 
undergraduate and postgraduate needs. The major part of this 
survey took place between November 1977 and October 1978 
and a report will be published later this year. The work has 
clarified the means and objectives of the main survey which 
will cover the provision of information and services for medical 
practitioners, those working in related areas and students. 
Their information needs, the degree to which these are met 
and the range and deployment of the resources available will 
be assessed. A close examination will be made of failures and 
from this it is hoped to identify the most effective methods to 
reduce them. 

Another grant from the British Library has been made to 
the Roya! College of Medical Practitioners for a Medical Infor- 
mation Review Committee, similar to the Biological, Chemical 
and Physics Review Committees, which have already produced 
their final reports. 


Scientific Biographical Archive 


The Royal Society set up a Committee on Scientific and 
Technological Records in 1967 to establish a centre to locate, 
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sortand catalogue the papers of eminent scientists and engineers. 
These would be permanently deposited in appropriate libraries 
and the catalogues made available at the centre and in the 
Copyright Libraries. A start was made at Oxford by appoint- 
ing Professor Margaret Gowing, Professor of the History of 
Science, as Honorary Directory of the Contemporary Scien- 
tific Archives Centre in 1973. The collections cover scien- 
tists (including medical scientists) and engineers, who died 
after the Second World War and include the non-scientific 

side of their activities. The Wellcome Trust is now establish- 
ing a project on similar lines for medical practitioners and 
medical-related scientists. To date the collections completed 
and in hand include the papers of fifteen biologists and zoolo- 
gists, eleven people connected with the medical sciences, three 
from the botanical and agricultural sciences and one who 
specialized in the history of science.

Resources in Biological Information 


Although the comprehensive sources of information are 
invaluable, smaller more specialized collections may be easier 
to use. Unfortunately their contents are often not so well 
known. The Review Committee on Biological Information 
suggested a Directory of resources in biological information 
which Dr H. V. Wyatt of the University of Bradford has been 
asked to prepare. The information in an Appendix in 7he Use 
of Biological Literature will be updated and expanded. He 
hopes to include the earliest date of library material and also 
the date when the main library collection began. Many libraries 
now publish a list of current journals or the list is available in 
some form, which can be a very helpful guide to the interests 
and resources of the library. Some libraries have particularly 
good bibliographic sections. Many scientists are interested in 
materials and data such as museum, map, chart and culture 
collections as well as sera and biochemical standards. In the 
last few years the emphasis in many museums has moved to 
the collection of ecological and land-use data which may be 
searched manually or by computer. 

The Directory should be useful to interloan librarians, in- 
formation scientists, research scientists and students, and to 
overseas academics intending to visit this country. The need for 
a Directory was recently illustrated by a postgraduate student 
unable to find in /ndex Medicus (sic) information about 
specific biodeterioration — his research topic: He and his 
supervisor were unaware of the Biodeterioration Information 
Centre at Aston University. The Directory has been commis- 
sioned by British Library R & D. Suggestions and information

Mediatron and Biological Literature Searching On-line 


The multimedia teaching aid, Mediatron, developed by 
the University of London Central Information Service (CIS) is 
now being used extensively for training courses and demonstra- 
tions especially in the areas of biology and agriculture. Media- 
tron records on-line searches displayed on a VDU together 
with a voice commentary and pulses to synchronize the dis- 
play of slides. 

CIS has made a variety of tapes including one illustrating 
specific on-line searches on biological topics using the BIOSIS, 
Scisearch and Medline data bases. A self teaching tape covering 
basic DIALOG commands provides a useful method of gaining 
hands-on experience and is used in conjunction with the 
biology tape. 

In addition to cutting down both search and telecommunica 
tions costs, recorded searches are independent of system re- 
liability and variable response time and bring to life most 
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vividly the ful! potential of on-line seaching. Further details 
are available from: Central Information Service, University of 
London, Senate House, Malet Street, London WC1E 7HU.

New British Watchdog 


Problems associated with drug abuse in sport have resulted 
in National Centres for Drug Control being set up. The Centre 
just inaugurated at Chelsea College is in recognition of the fun- 
damental work in developing methods of analysis there. It will 
be funded mainly by the Sports Council, though various sports 
federations contribute, (Previous work has been made possible 
by research foundations and the pharmaceutical industry.) 
The aims of the Centre are:

Agricultural Research in Developing Countries 


CARIS (Current Agricultural Research Information System) 
is a scheme to record and exchange information about agricul- 
tural research in developing countries. It was initiated by the 
Food and Agriculture Organization in 1971. The aim is to 
utilize advances found in one country to benefit others having 
similar crops, climate, soil and human conditions so avoiding 
unnecessary duplication of research. The scheme also shows up 
areas where research is needed. 

One aspect of the work is the compiling of an inventory of 
current agricultural research being carried out in the developing 
countries, the information being collected and updated by in- 
dividual countries and made available to the CARIS Coordinat- 
ing centre at the FAO Headquarters, who help with making 
the information available where needed. A pilot project cover- 
ing fourteen west African countries resulted in a directory 
being published in English and also in French (the French 
version being accompanied by an ‘Explanatory note on the 
French version of the CARIS directory’) as: Directory of 
agricultural research institutions and projects in West Africa. 
CARIS Current Agricultural Research Information System 
Pilot Project 1972—73. Rome, Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations. 1973.: 

The information currently available has just been published 
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, as a three volume directory: Agricultural Research in Develop- — 


ing Countries, CARIS. 1978. The directory is available in 
English, French and Spanish from the FAO Distribution and 
Sales Section at $70 a set. The volumes are: Volume 1. 
Directory of Research Institutions. These Institutions are of 
various types, and are arranged according to country; details - 
such as climate, soil and languages used by the institution are 
included, with the address, details of staff, facilities and work 
carried out. Volume 2. Directory of Research Workers gives 
details of languages spoken, writter and read, qualifications, 
employer, title or function, address of place and work and 
fields of science and specializations. Volume 3. Directory of 
Research Programmes. These are grouped by countries and 
institutions within those countries, with a list of the research 
projects comprising each programme and the research workers 
responsible. 

All three volumes have extensive indexes to the informa- 
tion contained. They cover a total of 2,027 research institu- 
zions, 9,913 research workers and 3,310 research programmes 
the latter corresponding to some 20,000 research projects) 
from sixty countries and eight international institutes. 


Guide to AGRIS 


The Food and Agricultural Organization has, as one of its 
objectives, to collect, analyze, interpret and disseminate infor- 
mation relating to nutrition, food and agriculture. In 1974, 
the FAO set up the international system AGRIS, a computer- 
ized information system where each country participating in 
the scheme contributes information published within its 
tarritory which has been collected and processed by its re- 
gional centre. These centres are AIBA in the Philippines for 
South East Asian countries, CEC in Europe for the nine 
countries of the European communities, CIDIA in Costa 
Fica for Latin American countries and the Caribbean, and 
CMVS in Senegal for Mali, Mauritania and Senegal. 

The data base currently contains around 100,000 items a 
yaar, estimated to be over one half of the agricultural litera- 
ture published in the world. This is made available both as 
the printed monthly publication AGRINDEX and as the 
AGRIS magnetic tape to the contributing member countries 
and international organizations. A filmstrip on the production 
and nature of AGRIS is now available for loan, with English, 
French or Spanish commentaries, from the AGRIS Liaison 
Officers and Input Centres. In Britain the address is: The 
UK Liaison Officer, AGRIS, The Library, Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food, Whitehall Place, London, SW1A 2HH.

Projects are relevant to food, agricul- 
ture, forestry of fisheries, have a definitive purpose, appro- 
priate funding and are under way, although they may be in an 
early stage when they have not given rise to any publication in 
the literature. Approximately 12,000 projects are included in 
the first edition.

BNB Research Fund Committee 


Now in its fourth year, the BNB Research Fund originated 
in the late British National Bibliography Ltd, the company 
that founded and developed the British National Bibliography 
as we know it today. When the time came for the BNB to be 
absorbed into the British Library, as laid down by the British 
Library Act 1972, it was felt that some permanent memorial 
should be made in the form of a research fund which would 
benefit all the supporters of the BNB through the formative 
years: libraries, the book trade and the learned societies. By 
mutual agreement among BNB Ltd, the Department of Educa- 
tion and Science, and the British Library Board a committee 
was formed with an independent Chairman nominated by the 
British Library Board, a secretariat provided by the British 
Library Research and Development Department, and nominees 
from: The Library Association, The Publishers Association, 
The Booksellers Association, The National Book League, The 
British Council, The Royal Society, Aslib, and the Joint Com- 
mittee of the four copyright Libraries. The Director of.the 
British Library Research and Development Department, and 
the Directors General of the British Library Divisions also sit 
on the Committee. 

The objects of the Fund are to promote bibliographic 
activities and related research, and to provide means by which 
member organizations can support proposals of special interest 
which are not likely to fall within the British Library's own 
activities and research programme. Two areas in which it has 
particularly welcomed proposals are the study of the inter- 
faces between publisher, bookseller and librarian, with parti- _ 
cular reference to the introduction and exploitation of machine 
assisted methods, and research into books and their use. 

The Fund has supported some interesting projects: Its 
largest grant has been for £17,750 spread over four years to 
Professor Ruth Beard at the University of Bradford to study 
the changes in children's reading habits associated with the 
‘Book Flood’, based on a similar experiment in New Zealand. 
Its first publication was The reading habits of adults: a select 
annotated bibliography by Margaret Mann, designed to provide 
the Committee with useful background information, as well 
as being of interest and use to workers in the field. A study of 
the mechanism of book selection supported by the Fund was 
reported on in Bookseller, 23 September 1978. Research pro- 
jects connected with the interface between the trade and 
libraries include a current study on ISBN practice, and a com- 
pleted study to define an extension to the MARC format 
which would enable users to transmit order information in 
standard form, of interest to those concerned with teleordering. 
Another project will study the provision and use of large print 
books. The Fund has also supported work on the revision of 
the Bliss classification, which is of use not only to many small 
libraries but to many large specialized ones, and detailed sub- 
ject schedules are now being produced. 

The Fund needs suitable new projects, and is always pleased 
to have fresh ideas for research. It is currently attempting to 
develop projects to investigate total book use within a com- 
munity, and to improve the book provision to ethnic minorities 
and other underpriviledged groups. Enquiries and suggestions 
can be made to Miss Margaret O'Hare at the British Library 
Research and Development Department, Sheraton House, 
Great Chapel Street, London.

WHY EDUCATE THE LIBRARY USER?

Many of the libraries in the educational sector have only rela- 
tively recently seen their role as including the provision of some 
sort of information service to their users. But now it is rare to 
find an academic library that is not investing considerable re- 
sources into this area, There are continual efforts to improve the 
standard of library guiding; nearly every library provides some 
sort of descriptive literature for its users — often this will take 
the form of an audiovisual presentation; it is common to find

In the captive user situation of educa- 
tional institutions, 'User Education' programmes, often extensive, : 
are increasingly offered, 

There seems no doubt that development of the newer informa- 
tion technologies will bring about dramatic changes in the way 
information is stored and retrieved, potentially greatly improving 
the quality of the information services libraries can provide. It 
seems timely to ask: 'As information becomes more accessible, 
will we still need to educate our library users?’

Under each of the main session heads — the new technology — 
producer/user interaction; new concepts using old techniques; 
economic aspects of innovation — their effects on producers 
and on users; co-operation between producers, intermediaries 
and users; and a colloquium on 'grey' literature — two or three 
speakers will be invited to present keynote papers, each of 
which will be immediately followed by a paper of equal sub- 
stance commenting on what has gone before and possibly ex- 
pressing a very different viewpoint. Such a divergence of 
interest is expected to stimulate lively debate: written ques- 
tions from the floor will be invited, selected by the session 
chairmen and speakers and thrown open to plenary discussion.

INFORMATICS GROUP 


Informatics 5: a review 


Over eighty people from eight European countries atten- 
ded the Aslib Informatics Group conference held at Queen's 
College, Oxford on 26—28 March. After an absence of three 
years, Informatics returned in full swing with a programme 
of twenty-eight papers spread over four sessions on the theme: 
the analysis of meaning. 

Dr Aaron Sloman of the Philosophy Department, Sussex 
University, opened the conference proceedings as principal 
keynote speaker, on 'Semantics: a viewpoint from artificial 
intelligence'. The dynamic viewpoints of Wittgenstein and 
modern Al researchers were compared, and Sloman concluded 
the consideration of language in terms of communication was 
merely a prejudice which does little to resolve the centra! 
problems of semantics: what is meaning? Viewing language 
as primarily concerned with internal processes leads to a new 
study of the structures and functions of different sorts of sym- 
bolism, thus opening the way to new research investigations 
and understanding. 

Session | on semiotics and general semantics was led by Pro- 
fessor A. J. Cain of the Zoology Department, Liverpool Univer- 
sity, on taxonomic methods in biology. After a short histori- 
cal survey of the development of biological nomenclature, 
the key actions and concepts in use today were examined so as 
to investigate the outstanding difficulties which still arise 
in this particular type of classification system. Prof. Cain's 
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great humour and rich vocabulary steered us enthusiastically 


on to papers by Dr Peter G. Best of Aston University, Dr 

A. F. Parker-Rhodes of the Cambridge Language Research 
Unit, and Bob Marsden of Harrow Social Services. Best 
described a computer graphics system which produces an 
elliptical display of diagnostic data for clinicians. The visual 
representation of several parameters used in pathology is 
highly attractive and the clinicians are interested in the sys- 
tem's continued development. Parker-Rhodes compared Bern- 
stein's restricted and elaborated codes by' replacing these labels 
with 'natural language' and 'learned discourse'. After looking 
at the problems involved in processing both types, he feels 
natural language will be ever more manageable though never 
quite tamed. Marsden delivered a fairly deep philosophical 
paper on false tautologies, unthinkable worlds, and their im- 
possible mental objects. The limited space of this review cannot 
do it justice, and | recommend that you ponder the full 

paper in the forthcoming proceedings. 

Unfortunately, Professor G. N. Leech of the Department of 
Linguistics and Modern English Language, Lancaster University, 
was unable to open Session ll on linguistic semantics, owing 
to ill health. | hope his paper on a survey of problems of 
text interpretation from the viewpoint of linguistic semantics 
will appear in the published proceedings. Professor Francis 
E. Knowles of Aston University surveyed much recent Soviet 
work on computerized techniques for representing natural 
language meaning. Although the West feels Russia still has to 
catch up in this research area, it is well to be aware of its pro- 
gress. H. L. Somers and R. L. Johnson of the Department of 
European Studies and Modern Languages, UMIST, described 
PTOSYS, an interactive strategy for creating and updating 
dictionary entries. Dr Patricia Galloway of Westfield College 
Computer Unit expertly summarized R. Austin Freeman's 
detective novel Felo de se?, which was great fun, then applied 
Y ngve's depth hypothesis to investigate the structure of the 
narrative plot. Dr Philip W. Williams of the Computer Depart- 
ment, UMIST, queried the possible use of computer language 
principles to clarify the meaning of written English. Considering 
computer languages were designed by English language writers, 
it is interesting to see which signals and structures could be 
transferred back into the natural language to increase one's 
understanding of it. Dr. A. M. Spector of Sunderland Poly- 
technic looked at some problems in the analysis and classifica- 
tion of multisegment texts. 

Session IIl on applied semantics in artificial intelligence 
systems started off lively with Professor Yorick Wilks of the 
Department of Languages and Linguistics, Essex University, 
comparing the significance of some well used phrases, such as 
‘procedural semantics’, which are often used confusedly or in 
error, yet still have a place within current philosophical and 
linguistic notions of meaning. Erik Hollnagel of the Research 
Establishment, Rise, Denmark, looked at the relation between 
intention, meaning and action, and feels we should talk about 
the interpretation of meaning from actions, as opposed to texts, 
and about pragmatics rather than semantics. Mrs Barbara 
Kostrewski of the Centre for Information Science, City Univer- 
sity, gave a very rushed paper on the structural considerations 
for the derivation of application-linked reference languages 
for medical information systems. Colin Bell and Kevin P. Jones 
of MRPRA thought that back-of-the-book indexing could be 
treated as a case for the application of Al. Mr M. Januszewicz 
of the Scottish Institute of Agricultural Engineering offered 
some typical translation problems in Russian to English as 
examples of the process of analysing meaning. Gian P. Zarri, 
of the CNRS Laboratoire d'informatique pour les Sciences de 
l'Homme, gave a progress report on the RESEDA project, an 
advanced question-answering system. Veronica Verdier of the 
British Library described the use of certain specific translation 
categories in the PRECIS translingual project which tackles 
English, French and German. (We were shown the best designed 
transparencies on the overhead projectors | have ever seen, and 
the delegates at the rear of the hall were as enlightened as those 
at the front.) Walter Goshawke, of SLUNT fame, explained

Session IV on applied semantics in information retrieval 
systems, chaired by Dr Margaret Masterman, was opened by 
Dr Karen Sparck Jones of Cambridge University Computer 
Lab., who delivered an overview of the problems of 'aboutness' 
and compared these with the intended functions of practical 
indexing. Dr Stephen E. Robertson of the Centre for Informa- 
tion Science, City University, sees information theory steering 
a course between the notion of aboutness as used in document 
retrieval systems, and the Al approach to understand whole 
texts. Dr Georgette Lubbock of Slamark International SRL, 
Rome, offered some basic proposals for the achievement of 
meaning in current operational IR systems, whose further 
development cannot deliberately wait for the results of re- 
search into the problem. Professor Jean-Claude Gardin of the 
Ecole des Hautes Etudes en Sciences Sociales, Direction 
d'Etudes Semiologique et Informatique, Paris, gave an enjoy- 
ably lucid account of the relation between question-answering 
systems and various theoretical approaches to text analysis. 
He exposed an inborn limitation of these approaches, both 
theoretical and applied. Dr Peter L. Noerr of the British Lib- 
rary introduced us to information navigation, a type of access 
available in database management systems, and by comparing 
it to browsing in an IR system showed how they may be con- 
sidered together. Helen Brookes of London University Central 
Information Services, Dr Nick J. Belkin of the Centre for In- 
formation Science, City University, and Dr Bob N. Oddy of 
Aston University presented a current research project on re- 
presenting and classifying anomalous states of knowledge by 
means of clustering and mapping. 

The final part of the conference was spearheaded by lan 
M, Pigott of the Commission of the European Communities, 
Luxembourg, who discussed the theoretical options and prac- 
tical limitations of usingsemantics to solve problems of natural 
language analysis and machine translation, as illustrated by the 
use and development of Systran. K. V. Hanford, D. J. H., Brown 
and W. J. Black of the Computer Science Department, Tees- 
side Polytechnic, presented a paper on EDOR, an interactive 
system for easy document retrieval. John M. Buchanan of 
Chelsea College's Monitoring and Assessment Research Centre 
described the tools and procedures used in information manage- 
ment in the Centre's area of environmental pollution. 

The conference was very successful, and the presentations 
of the invited speakers within every session gave a succinct 
account of the status of informatics worldwide. It was a pity 
that the abstracts were not made available to speakers and 
delegates, but it is hoped that the proceedings will be published 
very soon, certainly before any breakthroughs in informatics 
explode upon the scene! There is every strong indication that 
the informatics conference series could successfully expand 
into a truly international exchange. Let us hope that the 
Aslib Informatics Group will not let the success of Informatics 
5 slip by, but will continue to draw together the efforts of 
researchers from all around the international scene. Maxine

OBITUARY 


Mr C. W. Hanson 


Members will be grieved to learn of the death of Mr C. W. 
Hanson, formerly head of the Aslib Research Department, 
who died on 28 February aged 77. Chris Hanson was trained 
as a mechanical engineer, but soon became involved in many 
aspects of the communications industry. He was employed as 
a technical editor, a freelance technical journalist and a press 
liaison officer in industry. He was also involved in the pro- 
duction of schools programmes for the BBC. From 1941—45 
he was Information Officer for the Magnesium Metal Corpora- 
tion in Swansea. Then he was given the job of setting-up an 
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_information.department for the British Scientific Instrument 


Research Association, which he built up into one of the lead- 
ing information services in the country. In 1953 he was re- 
leased for a year and went to Paris to set up. the EPA Technical 
Digests for the OEEC. Then in 1959 he came to Aslib to set up 
the Research Department, and remained its Head until his 
retirement in 1967. 

All his life Mr. Hanson was heavily involved in professional 
associations and related bodies. He served on many Aslib 
committees before he came onto the staff, and continued to 
serve on Aslib committees after his retirement. He was one 
of the founder members of the Institute of Information 
Scientists, and took a great part in the running of it. 

Of his publications, the best known is the /ntroduction to 
science-information work, published by Aslib after his re- 
tirement in 1971, and still in print. Earlier publications in- 
clude The foreign language barrier in science and technology, 
Aslib, 1962, Does your firm need its own information system? 
(with Margaret Slater) OECD., 1962, and also Survey of 
information/library units in industrial and commercial organi- 
zations, Aslib, 1968, which was based on a survey conducted 
by D. J. Campbell. He also contributed a number of articles 
to periodicals. 

Chris Hanson will be remembered with affection by those 
who served with him. A number of his staff at BSIRA went on 
to achieve distinction in other areas of information work, and 
most of the senior staff of the Aslib Research and Consultancy 


Division, as well as some who have since left Aslib and gone 


to work elsewhere, will remember with gratitude the training 
they received from him. He was always friendly and co- 
operative, with an essentially cheerful personality, and always 
contributed fresh ideas and suggestions to any discussion.

ls the Press Unfair to Business? 


This is the question Mr Victor Keegan, Business Editor of 
the Guardian, proposed to answer when he addressed a gather- 
ing of AEBIG members on Thursday 22 March. 

In a refreshingly honest speech, Mr Keegan pleaded guilty 
to many of the accusations fired at the press by the business 
world — that they trivialize, sensationalize and generally 
give too much space to union views and not enough to those 
of industry. 


Mr Keegan then went on to explain how this situation arises. 


Firstly as a financial journalist, he is working in an industry 
himself — an intensely competitive one. Secondly, the im- 
pression of trivialization often stems from the limitations 
of time and space which constantly face the journalist. 

These can cause particular problems when dealing with 
a complex topic. With regard to the second accusation of 
sensationalism, Mr Keegan reminded the audience that a 
financial page is there to convey news and attract and re- 
tain the reader's interest, Mr Keegan claimed that 90 per cent 
of a typical financial page is straightforward reportage of 
facts. Most complaints of sensationalism stem from misleading 
headlines written by the sub-editor when the article has passed 
from the journalist’s hands. 

In reply to the final criticism, Mr Keegan explained that 
invariably businessmen will not speak to the press, whereas 
most trade unionists will do so at a drop of a hat. This high- 
lights the need for effective communicators in industry. 

During question time, Mr Keegan went on to describe his 
work at the Guardian in more detail — how he obtains and 
researches his material and copes with the problems of attract- 
ing the specialist and the average reader. 


BNB 


It seems that many recipients of British National Biblio- 
graphy missed the separate announcement enclosed with the 
issue of 9 January which stated that no longer will new editions 
of previously listed annuals be included in BNB. 

If this is to be taken to mean directories, year books, annuals, 
and serials in general, then members will realize the difficul- 
ties likely to be encountered. Standing orders do not always 
function (or are unacceptable to suppliers), annuals are no 
longer annual nor do they appear at a regular time of the 
year, titles change or are merged, publishers and their addresses 
change, as do prices. It is essential to be able to monitor such 
things; it will no longer be possible to do so consistently. 
Currency of stock will suffer; the products particularly of 
small specialist publishers may be missed altogether. 

A new service designed to encompass annuals is said by the 
British Library to be planned for 1981, but the uncertainty 
of the intervening years may be too long to prevent irreparable 
damage to the efficiency of our services.

NEWS NOTES 


Report of the Working Party on ISBNs in Machine Readable 
Symbols 


For some years the Department of Education and Science 
has been investigating methods of data capture for adminis- 
tering Public Lending Right Schemes. In January 1977, 
Logica issued a report on the feasibility of printing ISBNs 
(International Standard Book Numbers) on and in books in 
OCR typefaces. Optical Character Recognition uses special 
stylized typefaces which can be read by both people and 
machines. Logica found that printing ISBNs in OCR founts 
was both feasible and cost-effective. The findings aroused 
considerable interest throughout the book trade and libraries. 

in November 1977, a Working Party was formed, at the 
initiative of the Booksellers Association of Great Britain and 
ireland, to choose and define a standard machine-readable 
symbol to represent ISBNs in and on books. The Working 
Party has representatives from the BA, the Publishers 
Association, British Printing Industries Federation, the 
Library Association and Aslib. Mr Ray Carroll of Dorset 
County Library, represents the LA, and Mr A. Wight of 
Aslib Research and Consultancy Division represents Aslib. 
The Working Party is chaired by Mr Julian Blackwell. 

Two kínds of symbol were initially considered, barcodes 
and OCR, The most promising barcode symbol is the 
European Article Number (EAN) symbol as this can be 
scanned without stringent orientation of the symbol and 
the scanner. The EAN symbol is termed omnidirectional. 
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The most promising OCR symbols were the two founts OCR—A 
and OCR—B, OCR—A appears somewhat like the numbers 

on the bottom of bank cheques, while OCR—B is much 

closer in appearance to ordinary typewritten characters. . 

The EAN symbol is well suited to the needs of super- 
markets and publishers returns processing as the books do 
not have to be handled individually in order to read the ISBN. 
On the other hand, OCR is better suited to smaller book- 
shops and publishers as both artwork and labels can be made 
cheaply using ordinary typewriters and priceguns. OCR has 
the added advantage that the symbol and the ISBN represen- 
ted are one and the same. 

The report of the working party is expected shortly. It is 
expected to recommend the use of a double symbol on 
book covers composed of an EAN barcode incorporating 
the ISBN with the 'plain' ISBN above it in OCR fount. In 
the other ISBN locations, the OCR symbol would be 
used alone. Since the earlier Logica reports, the technology 
of barcode production has changed dramatically. The 
artwork film masters for EAN barcodes is produced on micro- 
processor-controlled phototypesetting machines. This avoids 
many of the difficulties revealed by Logica in their earlier 
research. | 

The choice of a dual symbol was dictated by the differing 
needs of the various sectors of the booktrade, and by press- 
ing international considerations. Some 50,000 OCR —A scan- 
ners are installed in American department stores. The Work- 
ing Party's preference was for OCR—B and vigorous attempts 
were made to persuade the American book trade to adopt 
this fount, The Working Party's technical criticism was accepted 
by the New York-based Book Industry Systems Advisory 
Committee (BISAC). However, they have remedied the defi- 
ciencies in their OCR—A proposals and have not adopted 
OCR-—8B as was hoped. In the meantime, the German book 
trade has adopted OCR—B and the EAN. ~~ 

As nearly half of UK publishers' output is exported, and 
much of this to America, there has been little alternative but 
to adopt OCR—A for ISBNs. The result is that UK books 
will be scannable in America via OCR—A and on the Conti- 
nent via EAN, while American books will be scannable in the 
UK via OCR—A and European books via the EAN. While 
this outcome is far from perfect, it may prove workable with- 
in the UK at least. ; 

Machine-readable ISBNs on books are of limited potential 
use to libraries, as circulation control requires identification 
not only of the title but also the copy number of that title. 
Scannable ISBNs would be useful during initial order origi- 
nation and processing, when often only the title needs to be 
identified. 

It is likely that it will be three to five years before most 

new books bear the dual machine-readable ISBN symbol. 
This parallels the likely implementation timetable of PLR. 
For PLR purposes only the number of loans per title is 
needed, rather than the number of loans per copy. So, the 
printed ISBN symbol on books may prove appropriate to the 
PLR needs of some libraries.

BL Small grants to other libraries 


The British Library is empowered to make grants to other 
libraries, when it is in the national interest to do so. Over the 
last five years it has made some substantial grants for catalog- 
ing, binding and conservation to other libraries whose collec- 
tions were in danger of deteriorating, or not readily accessi- 
ble to scholars. 

The Library is willing to consider applications for help on 
any scale, and the four examples given below show that quite 
modest requests from libraries may receive a favourable res- 
ponse. 
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Keble College, Oxford. A grant of £2,500 has been made to- 
wards the cost of publishing a catalogue of Keble College's 
medieval manuscripts. The collection, which includes some 
outstanding 15th-century illuminated manuscripts, is less weil 
known to scholars than it should be because of the lack of a 
published catalogue. 


The Cranston Library, Reigate. The Parochial Cranston 
Library at St Mary's Church, Reigate, has received a grant of 
£2,950 towards the cost of cataloguing the library and repairing 
twenty-five to thirty of the volumes most needing attention. 
The collection comprises some 2500 books from the 16th, 
17th and 18th centuries; they are mainly theological but 
travel, medicine, astronomy, methematics and science are 
also well represented. 


United Society for the Propagation of the Gospel. The Society 
has received a grant of £600 towards the rebinding and 
repair of ninety-eight volumes of antiquarian books forming 
part of a specially interesting collection of early books on 
missions. 

St Michael’s College, Tenbury Wells, Worcs. The College 
possesses an especially fine musical library assembled by its 
Founder, Sir Frederick Ouseley. The great development of 
musical studies during the last twenty-five years has prompted 
the College to make the manuscripts of the collection more 
accessible to students by placing them on deposit in the Bod- 
leian Library, Oxford. The British Library has aggreed to make 
a grant of £450 towards the removal expenses. 


Committee on Short Courses 


The Committee on Short Courses in Library and Informa- 
tion Work is trying to make itself known throughout the 
profession so that:

UK Research Associations Plan £2m Programme 


The recently issued ACARD (Advisory Council for Applied 
Research and Development) report on industrial innovation 
emphasized the key role of the UK Research Associations as 
an interface between developing technologies and their indus- 
trial applications. 

The Research Associations have now published their own 
£2m programme which is set out in the report of their CDRA 
(Committee of Directors of Research Associations) Micro- 
processor Working Party. The objectives for this programme 
are: 


to promote industrial awareness and new opportunities 
for exploitation 


to provide more engineering training courses and places 
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to provide more long term projects, such as workshop 
training facilities 

to provide wider and more comprehensive information 
services. 


One of the recommendations in the ACARD report was 
that: "The Government should encourage the Research Associa- 
tions to play a wider role than they presently do in the affairs 
of the industries with which they are associated.' For more 
information about CDRA and the CDRA Microprocessor 
Working Party Report, contact: Miss P. M. Ellithorne, CDRA, 
London.

Scicon Wins New Euronet Contract 


A new contract to monitor the implementation of a stan- 
dard Euronet command language has been won by Scicon __ 
Consultancy International. Scicon was awarded the contract 
by the EEC Commission. The company will coordinate the 
implementation of the Euronet guideline 'Standard Commands 
for Retrieval Systems’. The objective of the common command 
set is to give the users of Euronet a unified interface to the 
many information retrieval systems available on the network. 

The project will involve liaison with the Euronet host 
instalations implementing the command set; the production 
of a generalized user manual; and the revision of the existing 
guideline to reflect any new experiences. The three centres 
where Scicon will monitor and coordinate the implementation 
are DIMDI (the German Medical Information Centre in Cologne), 
The European Space Agency's Information Retrieval Service in 
Frascati, and the Pisa-based Italian University CNUCE. Other 
sites where Scicon will be providing advice are in Berlin, 

Milan and Paris where the retrieval systems are based on 
Siemens, Univac and Cll computer systems. 

Scicon's project leader for the contract is Alan Negus who 
recentiy joined the company from Inspec, the IEE's informa- 
tion services division where he was Manager of Tape and On- 
line Services and also, as a specialist consultant, was the man 
responsible for the initial definition of the standard Euronet 
command set in a previous contract awarded by the EEC to 
INSPEC, Other information retrieval projects undertaken by 
Scicon for the EEC include a technical study of Legal Infor- 
mation Retrieval requirements in Europe and work on data- 
base management systems at the Joint Research Centre, 

Ispra, Italy.

Senior Executive Briefings 


The British Safety Council has formed a new division 
designed specifically to meet the needs of top management. 
Called Senior Executive Briefings, the aim of the division is 
to select from the surfeit of information on safety and manage- 
ment techniques, the vital factors relevant for senior executive 
consideration, and then to inform them in a concise way of 
what they need to know. Uninformed management now face 
a real threat to the stability or even existence of their busi- 
nesses. Yet with so much new legislation they are suffering 
from an information explosion which makes it virtually im- 
possible for them to keep abreast of the significant factors 
that are vital if they are to keep their companies out of the 
courts, protected from civil claims and realistically insured.

THE TELEORDERING SYSTEM 


The Teleordering System implemented by Software Sciences Teleorder- 
ing Limited is significantly more comprehensive than the original con- 
cept, proposed by the Booksellers and Publishers Associations, of 
sending plain numeric data down telephone lines. 


Each participating bookshop is equipped with a small intelligent ter- 
minal, which looks like a portable electric typewriter and utilizes a 
combination of alphabetic and numeric input. This combination 
enables the bookseller to order books by ISBN or author/title, and 
add certain references to assist identification of orders in his own 
system. 

The bookshop terminal is used during the day, in independent mode, 
. to collect, via an operator's keyboard, and store all orders placed 

` during that day. These orders are held In the terminal for further 

» processing to be carried out according to the bookshop management 
procedures. 


- At the end of the working day, the terminal which is connected to a 
Post Office modem, is switched to send/receive mode.

As librarians and information officers we are vocal about our 
own importance in the information transfer process, affirming 
the need for an intermediary between information source and 
enquirer. What about the other side of the coin — do we 
recognize the dangers that may arise from our systems being 
dependent on our individual methods of working?

On completion of the data collection operation the magnetic tape is 
transferred to a large mainframe computer where the major part of 
the processing is carried out, After an initial sort of the raw ISBN data 
collected from the bookseller terminais the file is then passed against the 
ISBN bibliographic database. The incoming ISBNs are thus converted 
to full bibliographic form (author, title, publisher, price, etc.) to- 
gether with any recent data on price or availability, Any ISBNs which 
are not found have an appropriate error message appended. 


Further sorts, and processing against two other files containing book- 
seller and publisher data, are carried out to generate two output tape 
files, one in bookshop sequence and one by book supplier. 


The tapes are then transferred to the TPS system which performs the 
following operations: 


Sends to the bookshop terminal which originated the order, a full 
or selected bibliographic confirmation (or error indication) of 
each order. This data is stored in the terminal memory until the 
next day when it is printed on the same terminal. 


Sends to each publisher or supplier a file of orders sequenced and 
formatted in a way specified by the individual publisher. This 

data may be used to generate a printed list, or may interface directly 
with the publisher’s own computer. 


It is hoped to be able to demonstrate the latest version of the Tele- 
ordering terminal at the end of the presentation. 


The presentation will be by one or more members of the Software 
Sciences Teleordering Team (Bill Goates, General Manager; Trevor 
Coe, Technical Adviser; Peter White, Project Co-ordinator).

Future Meetings 


The next meeting of the Group will be a visit to the new 
quarters of the British Library of Political and Economic 
Science; this will take place on Monday 25 June, at 2.30. 
Unfortunately it will have to be limited to twenty visitors. 
Meetings planned for later in the year include visits to the 
libraries of the House of Commons and the House of Lords, 
and a seminar on the subject of EEC documents. 


National Health Service Library and [Information Services 


Library and information services in the National Health 
Service have been under consideration by the Library Associa- 
tion, which appointed a working party to update the various 
recommendations applying to this field. The resulting consul- 
tative document 'Guidelines for library provision in the 
health service' was the subject of a series of meetings early in 
December convened by the LA, at which the document 
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received some criticism, although even its critics conceded 
that it contained much useful information. Its main defect 
was felt to be its attempt to deal in a single document with 
both public library services to patients and with provision of 
services to health service staff. This point has been recog- 
nized by the Library Association, which has now set up two 
sub-committees of the Working Party to revise the guidelines 
for each part of the service separately. 

The sub-committee concerned with services to profes- 


. sional staff in the NHS is chaired by Mike Carmel, South West 


Thames Regional Librarian; that concerned with patients' 
services by Joy Lewis, of the Polytechnic of North London's 
School of Librarianship. The work of both sub-committees is 
expected to be completed by the end of the year. 


House of Commons Public Information Office 


The Select Committee on House of Commons (Services) 
in their Eighth Report of 1976—77 recommended the set- 
ting up of a Public Information Office in the Library, as a 
point of first reference where general enquiries from the public 
on Parliament might be dealt with or — if appropriate — re- 
ferred to other Departments. This Office was established in the 
Branch Reference Library in the Norman Shaw (North) Build- 
ing, which had been opened in 1975. 

The Office is responsible for the preparation of the regular 
House of Commons Weekly Information Bulletin, published 
by HMSO. This publication gives a large amount of basic 
information about the current work and membership of the 
House of Commons. 

The main types of enquiry dealt with by the Office are on 
the progress of bills, both public and private, the work and 
reports of Select Committees, composition of the House and 
Government; biographical details of Members, advice on the 
parliamentary Scrutiny of Statutory Instruments and EEC 
legislation, and questions concerned with the history of the 
House. Such enquiries are received in more or less equal num- 
bers from individuals, companies, local authorities and educa- 
tional establishments. A good deal of work is also done for the 
foreign and UK provincial press, who are not well represented 
in the Lobby. All enquiries are by post and telephone. There 
is no access for members of the public in person.

A Chance to Get Away From It All 


The Biological Group will be visiting Kingsley Vale National 
Nature Reserve on Saturday 14 July 1979, This reserve, just 
outside Chichester, was a favourite locality of Sir Arthur 
Tansley, the first Chairman of the Nature Conservancy. It is 
famous for its Yew trees, some of which may be 500 years old, 
but areas such as downland turf, where orchids are to be found, 
chalk heath and mixed woodland occur. Bird lovers can try to 
spot the fifty-six species of birds which breed here; over 
seventy species have, in fact, been recorded at this site. The 
reserve has Bronze Age burial mounds about 2,500 years old, 
together with other signs of occupation by prehistoric man. 
The visit will follow the established nature trail and include 
a visit to the field museum.

Survey of Taxonomy in Britain 


A report published on 5 April 1979 of a Review Group on 
Taxonomy in Britain set up by the Advisory Board for the 
Research Councils, gathers together a great deal of information 
on taxonomy. It examines in detail the taxonomic work cur- 
rently being undertaken in Britain. Attention is drawn to the 
worldwide importance of Britain's national taxonomic collec- 
tions and to the contribution that British taxonomists have 
made and continue to make to knowledge of the flora and 
fauna of overseas countries. 

The report makes recommendations to encourage the 
development of taxonomy and to ensure that its needs are met. 
Although the broad conclusion is that the organization of 
taxonomy in Britain is satisfactory, the report identifies areas 
where the group believed action might be taken. Recom- 
mendations include a suggestion that the major support for 
taxonomy should be directed to research on groups of orga- 
nisms that have economic or social importance in agricul- 
tural, environmental, geological, medical or other applied 
sciences, The report also calls for the study of taxonomy, 
within the wider context of science and natural hístory, to 
be fostered by all practicable means. Other recommendations 
refer to institutional relationships, national collections, expedi- 
tions, taxonomic coverage and user needs, catalogues and 
indexes, publications and libraries, recruitment and training, 
international collaboration, overseas aid, customer-contractor 
funding and charging for taxonomic services. 

It is recommended that means of preparing informative 
inventories of taxonomically important specimens held in 
Britain be further explored and that the ABRC ensure the 
provision of adequate funds for this purpose. Recommenda- 
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tions are made concerning financial support for the continua- 
tion, revision and where appropriate, computerization of 
nomenclatura! indexes, and particularly of the /ndex Kewensis. 
Financial support is recommended for the preparation of 
monographs, handbooks and ‘keys’ as essential aids to taxo- 
nomic research and identification, especially in neglected 
groups and those of economic importance, and those of 
regional and international interest for which financial help 
being sought should also, where possible, be from interna- 
tional funding agencies or national groupings. The Royal 
Society should be asked to examine and report on the need to 
support publication by learned societies of essential taxo- 
nomic work not now undertaken as a commercial enterprise. 
Financial support is recommended for the libraries of insti- 
tutes and learned societies which, having comprehensive col- 
lactions, are important centres of reference, especially those 
largely or wholly dependent on private funds.

Findings of Two BL Review Committees 


It is proposed to hold a meeting of the Group later this 
year to discuss the Final Reports of the British Library Review 
Committees on Agricultural Information! and on Biological 
Information”. The latter was published last year and has 
already been mentioned in the Biological Group Newsletter 
numbers 10 and 11 (see Aslib Information, 7(2): 33—34 ; 
7(4): 75). Publication of the former is expected by early June. 
Copies of both reports may be obtained from: British Library

The reviews were carried out on broadly similar lines and 
covered such aspects as sources, distribution, bibliographic 
control, storage, dissemination and use of information in the 
context of user needs, Recommendations were made on, for 
example, data bases as well as data banks; the provision of 
review articles and synoptic journals; non-conventional litera- 
ture; theses; user education, and provision and staffing of 
information services and libraries. Specific recommendations 
ar? concerned with research projects which the Panels ask 
BL R & D to consider for support; in the case of the recom- 
mendations in the report on Biological Information some of 
the projects are already in progress. 

The findings of the two Panels showed marked differences 
in the present provision of information and the types of users 
bath within and between the two subject fields. On the whole, 
although there is need for improvements, the Biological 
Sciences are better served with information than, Agriculture, 
where the priority task seems to ve to rationalize the informa- 
tian transfer system; this requires first a better understanding 
of how the present system works. Further information about 
these two Review Panels is contained in two recent articles.”

NEWS NOTES 


Sir Anthony Panizzi Exhibition 


The British Library is holding an exhibition until 15 July to 
mark the centenary of the death of Sir Anthony Panizzi, 
Keeper of Printed Books and Principal Librarian at the 
British Museum from 1837 to 1865, Panizzi's life and career 
are traced in printed, manuscript and archival sources and 
illustrated by portraits, caricatures, engravings, ceramics, 
insignia and decorations. 

Sir Anthony Panizzi — the only Keeper of Printed Books, 
so far, to be condemed to death and executed, albeit in 
effigy — was a political radical who fled Italy for his life. 
Although he arrived in England in 1823 virtually unknown 
and penniless, his great abilities and enormous energy were 
soon recognized. Panizzi's distinguished public career at the 
British Museum was devoted to building up in his adopted 
country the greatest and most famous library in the world and 
it was under his direction that the circular Reading Room was 
constructed, and completed in 1857. Panizzi was not only a 
good scholar and a brilliant administrator, but also, as a 
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close associate of Cavour and Garibaldi, as well as a friend 
of Palmerston and Gladstone, he played a significant part in 
the unification of his native Italy. 


Bennet Woodcroft Exhibition 


A centenary exhibition commemorating the work of 
Bennet Woodcroft, one of the architects of the modern in- 
dustrial age, opened at the Science Museum in London on 14 
May. Charles Dickens styled him 'the indefatigable Mr Wood- 
croft'; a man of many parts, he was a textile manufacturer, 
inventor, member of the Society of Arts, Professor of Machi- 
nery, Fellow of the Royal Society, head of the Patent Office 
and founder of its museum and library. 

Presented by the Patent Office and the British Library, 
the exhibition will be at the Science Museum until 18 July, 
when it will go in turn to Oldham Public Library, Birmingham 
Public Library and Manchester Public Library, finishing on 8 
November. 


InfoLine 


Conflicting press reports recently may have confused poten- 
tial users of the InfoLine service. A variety of news items, 
true, some false, have been published including at least one 
report stating that InfoLine is completely operational. So 
InfoLine wants to review the facts, which are as follows: 


InfoLine had hoped to be offering its complete service 
during the first quarter of 1979 but this has now been post- 
poned. The reason for this is that there are certain aspects 
Of system performance which, in the extensive testing 
which is now being carried out, do not yet meet the stan- 
dards which have been set. Time must therefore be spent 
on making the necessary improvements and InfoLine now 
expects to be operational during the summer. 

One result of this delay is that InfoLine will be going 
operational with not just one file — WPI — but with the 
CAS files at approximately the same time. 

Over 100 users of WPI, both in the UK and on the con- 
tinent, have signed agreements to use the InfoLine system. 
The InfoLine network has been being tested in detail 

and the ten UK access points are all operating very satis- 
factorily . For continental users access from Paris and Frank- 
furt has been successfully achieved, and live demonstrations 
have taken place in France and Germany. But perhaps of 
greater long term significance is that the first tests in which 
US users have accessed InfoLine via the Post Office's new 
transatlantic network, IPSS, have taken place successfully, 
and InfoLine is now using IPSS operationally for access 
from the USA. This is the first time that a two-way public 
data communications service has been available across the 
Atlantic, and InfoLine is believed to be the first organiza- 
tion to be making regular use of the service for access from 
the USA to the UK. 

Work is being carried out on connection to Euronet, and 
InfoLine confidently expects to be among the first host 
systems available operationally via Euronet — probably in 
late summer. 


Access to Patent Documents and [nformation 


The British Library is seeking the views of interested orga- 
nizations and individuals on its patent document policy, and 
to that end has just published a consultative paper, Access to 


Patent Documents and information. The Library invites views 


and comments on its proposals by 31 July 1979. 
The importance to industry of patents and of the informa- 


tion in patent documents is well established. To facilitate 


access to this information, the practice was instituted in the 
last century of distributing sets of patent documents to 
libraries outside London which undertook to make them 
available to the public for consultation. Today, thirteen 
public libraries receive sets of UK patent specifications, and 
in some cases foreign ones as well. The annual cost of provid- 
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ing the documents (now over £750,000) has, since 1974, been 
met by the British Library. 

The British Library considers that it would be timely to 
review the effectiveness of the present arrangements, not least 
because of the likely implications of recent changes consequent 
upon the Patents Act 1977 and the advent of the European 
Patent. Moreover the British Library considers that in making 
such a review, particular attention should be paid to making 
full use of the whole range of facilities now available for 
document access and information supply in order to produce 
the most cost effective system possible. : 

The consultative paper has been published so that before 
the British Library Board come to conclusions on the policy 
it will adopt, it may receive the views of interested individuals 
and organizations.

Abstracts on Tropical Agriculture 


The Royal Tropical Institute, Amsterdam, is at present in- 
vestigating the possibility of making available a magnetic tape 
version of the Abstracts on Tropical Agriculture (ATA) data 
base, Since, initially, retrieval programs will not be available, 
it is planned to convert ATA records into the AGRIS format, 
so that centres currently carrying out AGRIS computer re- 
trieval with their own software will be able to use ATA tapes 
with a minimum of reprogramming effort. 

The cost of the tapes (including delivery) is estimated at 
Dfl. 1000 per year, and retrospective data will be available 
from 1975. Each record will include bibliographic details, 
abstract and several levels of indexing terms and codes. 

During this planning stage it would be extremely useful if 
potential users of the ATA tape service would get in touch 
with the editorial office in Amsterdam, indicating their de- 
gree of interest in the current and retrospective files and 
adding any other comments they think relevant. The address 
to write to is: Mr P. Thorpe, Agricultural Information and 
Documentation Section, Royal Tropical Institute, Maurits- 
kade 63, 1092 AD Amsterdam, The Netherlands. 


Union List of Serials 


The University of London Union List of Serials is a machine- 
readable file of records being created from the serials collec- 
tions of the sixty libraries of the University. It is at present at 
the halfway stage, with twenty-eight libraries in the system, 
which have contributed over 62,000 holdings, or more than 
35,000 titles. 

The records, of both current and ‘dead’ serials, conform to 
AACR, contain ISSN, and are compatible with the Interna- 
tional Serials Data System (ISDS) guidelines and with the 
print format specified by the International Standard Biblio- 
graphic Description (ISBD). It is nota finite project, in that 
each library maintains its serials file, once its records have 
been added to the system. 

The Union List of Serials is now available outside the Uni- 
versity; it is to be issued, fully cumulated, every May and 
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November, on 48x reduction microfiche. The cost for a single 
issue is £55; or for a three-year subscription (6 issues), £230.

Joint Project to Build Database of US MARC Data Elements 


In an effort to encourage uniform usage of MARC (Machine- 
Readable Cataloguing) tags in the various bibliographic record 
formats, the Library of Congress and the Research Libraries 
Information Network (RLIN), formerly known as BALLOTS, 
are jointly building a database describing the US MARC data 
elements, that is, content designators (tags, indicators, and 
subfield codes) used in Library of Congress MARC records. 
The database is being built under Stanford University's gene- 
ralized database management system SPIRES, and represents 
an expansion of the BALLOTS Data Elements Dictionary 
which is maintained by RLIN in machine-readable, text- 
editing form. 

Initially, the Library of Congress will use the database as a 
tool for maintaining specifications for the US MARC formats 
for book, film, manuscript, map, music, and serial materials and 
for producing a variety of publications, including new editions 
of the MARC formats. Other uses, such as a data dictionary 
from which data structures for Library of Congress computer 
programs can be derived, are also under consideration. 

At the same time, RLIN will use the database in prepara- 
tion for an extensive system upgrade, the Network File System, 
which will support all MARC formats. The data elements 
database will also contribute to the expansion of the kinds 
ofinformation accessible on-line through the Research Libraries 
Group (RLG) network. 

The database is currently composed of information publicly 
available in various documents published by the Library of 
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Congress, some of which are out of print, and most of which 
require multiple addenda to be considered up-to-date. With 
the passage of time, conflicts in descriptions or examples have 
crept into formats, as have various other discrepancies. There- 
fore, the Library of Congress is editing the information to iden- 
tify these inconsistencies and is adding comments on the evolu- 
tion of specific data elements, tag repeatability, and current 
format practice. 

RLIN will manage the database and will provide program- 
ming support for the editing process and for producing tape or 
camera-ready copy for publication by the Library. Initially, 
the data will be made available to the library community as 
a loose-leaf publication which will provide an integrated US 
MACR format for all bibliographic materials currently des- 
cribed in specific MARC formats, that is, for books, films, 
manuscripts, maps, music and serials. Publication of this in- 
tegrated format is scheduled for later this year. Distribution 
will be handled by the Library's Cataloging Distribution 
Service. More details on this publication will be issued at a 
later date. 


CLR Grant to IFLA 


The Council on Library Resources, Inc. (CLR) has awarded 
a new grant of $75,000 to the International Federation of 
Library Associations and Institutions (IFLA) to enable the 
organization to develop further its professional programme. 
The grant, which covers the period from 1 March 1979, to 
28 February 1981, is the fourth CLR award to IFLA for the 
work of its general secretariat and brings total CLR support 
since 1971 to $439,000. Separate CLR awards have been made 
to IFLA's International Office for Universal Bibliographic 
Control. 

IFLA's expansion of its professional activities began in 1976 
following a restructuring of the organization. Institutional 
members were given the vote, and personal members were 
invited to join for the first time. The revised statutes created 
a professional organization composed of divisions by type of 
library, by library activity, and by region. Within the divisions 
are thirty-five sections and round tables that engage the energies 
of school, public, special, academic, and national librarians 
from 106 countries. Total IFLA membership now numbers 
842. 

To co-ordinate the programme and projects of the diverse 
groups, IFLA created a professional board and hired a deputy 
secretary-general, A. L. van Wesemael, formerly deputy director 
of the University Library of Utrecht, to assist Secretary- 
General Margreet Wijnstroom. In addition to acting as secretary 
to the Professional Board and co-ordinating division and sec- 
tional programmes, Mr. van Wesemael has worked in recent 
months to intensify IF LA's links with the Arab world and 
with French- and English-speaking Africa. 

IF LA has had consultative status with UNESCO for many 
years and has provided an important international forum for 
the discussion of library problems. In 1978 the UNESCO-IFLA 
relationship was strengthened by the signing of eleven contracts 
for cooperative studies on such diverse topics as a model law 
for legal deposit, the organization and maintenance of public 
library systems, the preparation and presentation of the 
national bibliography, and the education of school librarians 
in Central America. The UNESCO General Conference also 
accepted the new IFLA program of Universal Availability of 
Publications and continued and strengthened UNESCO’s 


association with the universal Bibliographic Control programme. 


in addition to Council funding, IFLA receives income from 
membership dues, sales of publications, conference proceeds, 
UNESCO grants and contracts, the Dutch government, and 
the Canadian International Development Agency. 


information Needs of General Practitioners 


This is a two-year research project devised and organized 
by the South West Thames Regional Librarian, Michael Carmel, 
and funded by the Regional Health Authority. It started in 
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March 1979 and a Research Assistant, Celia Thimann, has 
been appointed to operate the service. An initial survey will 
be made of the use by GPs of all available information sources, 
including not only the libraries of the Postgraduate Medical 
Centres, and of other professional institutes, but also drug 
companies, health education concerns, and audiovisual aids. 
An attempt will also be made to assess the attitudes of GPs to 
various information sources and to establish reasons for their 
use or non-use. 

A service will then be established on an experimental basis, 
to include literature searching (manual and computer) and 
current awareness; reference and enquiry service; organization 
of libraries in practice premises; provision of audiovisual aids; 
and any other service which is indicated during the course of 
the project. 

The service will be established over a small area initially, 
concentrating on two or three differing practices and districts. 
Records will be kept of the use made of the various services, 
and at the end of the project, it should be possible to assess 
exactly how services for GPs can best be run on a long-term 
basis.

COMMUNICATION — THE NEW COMMUNITY DIMENSION 


The aim of the lecture will be to discuss, in the light of the firs: European election campaign, which will have ended on 
7 June, the problems of creating an informed climate of opinian in the United Kingdom about the issues raised by British 


membership of the European Community. 


The lecture will draw on Lord Thomson's experience of these problems of communication in the European dimension, 
first as Minister for Europe in the 1974—70 Labour Government, then as one of Britain's first European Commissioners 
and recently as Chairman of the British Council of the European Movement. 

He will describe the organization of the Community's own information machine, and how it has to operate in what is still 
a Community of nine nation states, whose citizens are still largely imprisoned within a national framework of public 
opinion. He will discuss the special problems this poses within Britain because of our history, physical insularity and 


present domestic divisions, 


He will conclude by commenting on what can be done in the communications field to enable citizens to identify with 
being Europeans as they now do with their nation, city or region. 


Since his return from Brussels in 1977, George Morgan, Baron Thomson of Monifieth, has been Chairman of the Adver- 
tising Standards Authority, of the European Movement in Britain and of the Franco-British Council. He is also First 
Crown Estate Commissioner and Chancellor of Heriot-Watt University. 

A lifetime's involvement in foreign affairs (Minister of Stata in the Foreign Office, 1964—66; Joint Minister of State, 


Foreign Office, 1967; Secretary of State for Commonwealth Affairs, 1967—68) led to his special relationship with 
Europe — Minister for Europe, 1964—70, Chairman of the Labour Committee for Europe, 1972—73, and European 


Commissioner 1973—77.

THE TELEORDERING SYSTEM 


The Teleorderíng System implemented by Software Sciences Teleorder- 
ing Limited is significantly more comprehensive than the original con- 
cept, proposed by the Booksellers and Publishers Associations, of 
sending plain numeric data down telephone lines. 


Each participating bookshop is equipped with a small intelligent ter- 
minal, which looks like a portable electric typewriter and utilizes a 
combination of alphabetic and numeric input. This combination 
enables the bookseller to order books by ISBN or author/title, and 
add certain references to assist identification of orders in his own 
system. 

The bookshop terminal is used during the day, in independent mode, 
to collect, via an operator's keyboard, and store all orders placed 
during that day, These orders are held in the terminal for further 
processing to be carried out according to the bookshop management 
procedures. 

At the end of the working day, the terminal which is connected to a 
Post Office modem, is switched to send/receive mode. During the 
night using the Post Office midnight line facilities, a central mini- 
computer based Terminal Poiling System dials each terminal in 

turn, The terminal then sends the contents of its current order file to 
the TPS which stores this data on magnetic tape for later processing.

On completion of the data collection operation the magnetic tape is 
transferred to a large mainframe computer where the major part of 
the processing is carried out. After an initial sort of the raw ISBN data 
collected from the bookseller terminals the file is then passed against the 
ISBN bibliographic database. The incoming ISBNs are thus converted 
to full bibliographic form (author, title, publisher, price, etc.) to- 
gether with any recent data on price or availability, Any ISBNs which 
are not found have an appropriate error message appended. 


Further sorts, and processing against two other files containing book- 
seller and publisher data, are carried out to generate two output tape 
files, one in bookshop sequence and one by book supplier. 
The tapes are then transferred to the TPS "dem which performs the 
following operations: 
Sends to the bookshop terminal which originated the order, a full 
or selected bibliographic confirmation (or error indication) of 
each order. This data is stored in the terminal memory until the 
next day when it is printed on the sarne terminal. 
Sends to each publisher or supplier a file of orders sequenced and 
formatted in a way specified by the individual publisher. This 
data may be used to generate a printed list, or may interface directly 
with the publisher's own computer,

‘The Librarian as Consumer’ was the theme of this conference, 
held in Malvern in May. Librarians and information officers, 
on the one hand, and suppliers of library products and services, 
on the other, complained and commiserated and generally 
formed a clearer picture of their mutual dependence. 

The format — a short presentation by each supplier, followed 
by group discussion and backed up by an exhibition of wares — 
provided for both commercial-information and technical- 
information interests of participants, and paraded a substan- 
tial number of problems and products in front of them over 
the one-and-a-half day meeting. 

Suppliers aired their pricing policies, their longing for more 
user feedback and their approaches to customer (and non- 
customer) service, especially user training. Quite a range of 
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ideas and practices emerged from the sessions, but also a 
unanimous call for librarians and information officers to be 
‘realistic’ in their expectations, and to bear in mind the profes- 
sional ‘roots’ of many of these enterprises. 

The discussions allowed users of products and services to 
voice their dilemma over relying on these, rather than on their 
own expertise. They agreed on the need for a stronger consumer 
movement — in the form of user groups and a librarian’s 
Which? guide — and felt that suppliers often failed to recognize, 
or abused, the free marketing that libraries do for them. 

The conference achieved frank and open discussion, if not 
total harmony; participants agreed that it had been worthwhile. 
An excellent summing-up of the sessions, by Trevor Haywood 
of Birmingham Polytechnic, will appear shortly in As/ib 

Proceedings.

During this session the Group has organized sixteen events 
comprising meetings, visits and socials. Charges for meetings 
other than visits and socials were abolished; times of events 
were varied to enable a wider range of members to find con- 
venient opportunities to attend; in addition to the customary 
New Year party and the annual luncheon, the opening meet- 
ing of the season was followed by a social gathering, since 
the Committee recognizes the value (and popularity) of 
events where members can meet informally and strike up new 
contacts. This first meeting in September 1978 was addressed 
by Aubrey Wilson, who was prevented by illness from being 
our guest speaker at last year's annual luncheon; more recently 
we have learned, with regret, that he has since died. 

More economical use of the Committee's time has this 
year been achieved by the appointment of a meetings sub- 
committee whose business is to make detailed arrangements 
for meetings within the broader framework decided by the 
Committee at large. 

The Group continues to contribute a page of AEBIG news 
to Aslib Information, and Group news also features in New 
Library World, whose ‘Commercial and technical’ column is 
edited by our Committee member Edwin Fleming. 

The Group's interest in education, and discussions with 
Aslib’s Education Department, resulted in two new courses 
(Financial Information, and Sources of Information in Mana- 
gement) being run by Aslib, and the Group itself has organized 
a seminar, ‘Company Information — sources and uses’, to be 
held in Liverpool (74 June—ed. note). 

The Committee, through its members, has formal contacts

Visit Report — British Library of Political and Economic 
Science il 


Twenty-five group members spent the afternoon of 24 
April at BLPES. Mr D. Clarke, the Librarian, explained that, 
although BLPES functioned as the library of the London 
School of Economics and that LSE owns all the stock and 
employs the staff, BLPES is a separate legal entity. The 
library is fully conscious of its function as a quasi-national 
library in the whole area of the social sciences and makes its 
facilities available to a wide range of users. Of particular in- 
terest to AEBIG members are the strong holdings of world- 
wide official statistics, and the fact that the library is a de- 
pository for United Nations (and UN 'family') publications 
and for United States Federal Government documents. For 


. loan purposes, the library may only be approached via the 


BLLD, where it is used as a ‘library of last resort’. 

Some indication of the size of the library and the scale of 
operations can be gleaned from the estimate of 37km of 
shelving which is being added to at the rate of %km per year. 
Before the library moved into its new accommodation it 
had had to find off-site space for 20,000 volumes each year to 
allow for the fresh year's input. The new building is now occu- 
pied on five floors and is already so full that BLPES has put 
down tracks in anticipation of installing compact shelving in 
the basement.

Obituary: to a Tombstone 


It was with a sense of profound loss and deep regret that 
! learnt of the demise, at the tender age of just fifteen months, 
of the Financial Times monthly list of tombstone announce- 
ments. That it should have died so young is tragic, that it 
should have died alone, unnoticed and unmourned, is doubly 
so. 
In the short time that it was with us, the list achieved many 
things. | owe a personal debt of gratitude to it for the changes 
it made in this library, for when | think back to the time be- 
fore its publication, | recall countless hours wasted in cutting 
out and filing away each individual tombstone announcement. 
With the arrival of the list, suddenly all that was gone, and all 
the information was immediately available at a glance. It is 
sadly true that that which we value highest is often taken 
from us soonest, and | am sure many share my feeling that so 
it is with the Financial Times monthly list of tombstone 
announcements.

Aslib 12th Annual Lecture 


The auditorium of the Royal Aeronautical Society in 
London resounded with the critical opinions of a veteran Euro- 
campaigner in June, as Lord Thompson of Monifieth, Chairman 
of the Advertising Standards Authority, delivered Aslib’s 
12th Annual Lecture. 

Addressing an audience of several hundred people on the 
communications dimension of the new European Community, 
Lord Thompson drew on his many personal experiences — he 
has been Minister for Europe, Chairman of the Labour Com- 
mittee for Europe and European Commissioner — in lashing 
out at detractors from the European ideal. 

While commenting on the complexities of the European 
Community's information services, he emphasized that the ` 
major barriers to communication have been the insularity of 
British citizens, the apathy of British media and the party- 
politicking of British governments. His conclusion — that if 
the European movement in Britain fails, the fault lies not in 
the European Community but in Britain itself.

Forum’, which already publishes procurement notices, will 
now also include the World Bank’s monthly operational. 
summary. This will let potential contractors know when pro- 
jects in developing countries are being identified, prepared 
and assessed by the World Bank long before loans are arranged. 

There are plans to include information from the American, 
Asian and African development banks, which together with 
the World Bank and UN create business opportunities worth 
$11 billion a year. It is thought that smaller businesses parti- 
cularly will benefit from this new service.

This publication is a 
single source reference to some 70,000 government funded 
research projects plus material acquired from foreign sources 
encompassing the entire field of science and technology.

ew Titles from the Institute of Personnel Management 

The first of these is Management Unionization in Western 
Europe by Michael Riley published in co-operation with the 
European Association for Personnel Management. This report 
analyses and discusses the controversial subject of management 
unionization from a European perspective. 

Tha main body of the report describes the managerial en- 
vironment in each European country, considers its influence 
upon management unionization and examines in detail the 
management union structures which have resulted. 

A broad picture of the European scene is then given, empha- 
sizing the key factors in the industrial environment which 
appear to influence the development of management unioni- 
zation. By comparing trends in the different European countries 
and examining particular factors out of their national context, 
the report offers a framework in which the future course of 
management unionization could be monitored, The final 
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section examines unionization from the manager’s perspective 
and considers the future implications of the continuing unioni- 
zation of management. The report costs £10. 

The second title is Humanization of Work in Western 
Europe — price £8.50. In June 1977, the VIII Congress of 
‘the European Association for Personnel Management was 
held in Madrid. With the theme 'Humanization of Work', 
the Madrid Congress provided an important platform for 
discussing current matters relating to this problem, given the 
high calibre of the participants and the wide spectrum of 
opinion which they represented, Hence the importance of the 
publication of this book, which will prove an invaluable 
work of reference on the subject. 

This volume contains the whole of the meetings and papers 
presented at the EAPM Congress and provides a synthesis of 
the discussions held in the working meetings. While adhering 
always to the central theme of humanizing work, different 
views put forward are treated both from the geographical 
point of view — operations and planning in the different parts 
of Europe — and as seen by different groups — management, 
staff and trade unions.

Biological Aspects of Archaeology 


Following the AGM the guest speaker, Mr A. J. Legge, gave 
an interesting talk on the biological aspects of archaeology. 
Along with many other examples he detailed his work at 
Grimes Graves (Breckland). This site has many thirty- to 
forty-feet long shafts made by Neolithic flint miners, generally 
refilled with rubble. One shaft, however, was found to contain 
refuse from a later Bronze Age settlement. This material was 
carefully sieved, then a technique of froth flotation was used 
to extract all the biological matter possible. Bones and teeth 
from domestic animals and seeds, often charred, dominated, 
and allowed an analysis of the numbers and life style of the 
community to be made. It seems likely the settlement could 
have numbered about fifty Individuals, living mainly by a 
dairy economy, and would have been typical of many such 
sites in the area. A full description of this work will appear 
in book form and publication is expected within a year or so. 


Analysis of ‘Feed Back Information’ Documents 


Members may recall that along with papers for the Annual 
General Meeting they were sent a questionnaire requesting 
their suggestions on Group activities, types of meetings, train- 
ing, etc. If you have not yet replied we would still like to hear 
from you to learn of your views. 

Replies were received from twenty organizations, five of 
which stated that the Group was of only marginal interest to 
them; these were excluded from the analysis. 

Government research establishments, education and indus- 
try were represented in the replies with a high proportion 
from agricultural organizations. All fifteen organizations are 
interested in visits and in one-day conferences, ten in lectures 
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or discussion meetings. Less than one-third wanted any kind 
of social activities; one suggestion was that these (e.g., a 
sherry party) would be better attached to another meeting 
such as the AGM. There seems to be a preference for after- 
noon as oppased to evening meetings but many organizations 
would be happy to attend meetings at either time, and also 
would be prepared to travel considerable distances to meet- 
ings. Requests were made for meetings in Scotland, Wales 
and Northern England, at centres with inter-city rail links. 

Quite a few of the specific suggestions for meetings were 
in line with plans the committee already have in hand which 
gives us confidence that we are organizing some of the things 
you want! Several organizations kindly made offers to host 
Group visits; it is hoped to take these up in due course. 

The questionnaires indicated a considerable need for 
training at both junior and more senior levels and some of the 
suggestions for meetings were for workshops. Sources of 
information and on-line services were particularly asked for. 


. These requests will definitely be taken up and are to be 


discussed with the Aslib Education Department.

Animal Welfare Resources at the RSPCA 


Animal welfare issues are of growing concern to many 
workers in the biological field — in agriculture, education, 
academia and research. The RSPCA must keep up with the 
current trends and developments in all aspects of animal use as it 
is consulted often and at many levels. Consequently, the in- 
formation resources at the RSPCA are expanding. 

Archive material consists of the Society's own journals and 
Annual Reports from 1824 to date. The expanding library 
contains current animal welfare and wildlife literature. Some 
forty current journal titles are subscribed to; permanent files 
are kept of many of these. Areas of concern can be categorized: 
animal experimentation, wildlife, farm animals, veterinary and 
legal affairs. Collections of material are steadily growing; the 
knowledge and expertise of the staff is vast. Enquiries at any 
level on pertinent subject are immediately dealt with; current 
news and affairs are monitored by an efficient press and 
publicity department. 

information transfer is an important aspect of the Society's 
work: 


(a) informing the general public, and answering their 
questions accurately and quickly; 

(b) making the users of animals in all respects aware of the 
RSPCA policies, e.g., farmers, zoo and circus owners, 
scientific research workers. 

(c) bringing discrepancies and loopholes in current legisla- 
tion to the attention of the Government and the gene- 
ral public. 


Informationfrom all sources is collected, analysed, interpreted 
and eventually published in a wide variety of bulletins, docu- 
ments and films at various levels — academics, general public 
and children are all catered for. A principal aim of the RSPCA’s 
campaign is to educate and inform, and thereby prevent cruelty 
and suffering, as well as the practical intervention in suspected 
cases of cruelty to animals. Talks, seminars and symposia are 
continually being organized on various topical subjects, for 
example, the recent symposium 'Reduction and Prevention 
of Suffering in Animal Experiments'.

Scottish Agricultural Librarians Group 


The first meeting was held at New St Andrews House, 
Edinburgh on 30 March this year, and attended by twenty-two 
people. The function of the group is to foster cooperation and 
interest in agricultural libraries and to provide an alternative 
focus to the many meetings on this subject which take place 
in London. The Chairman is Mr A. J. Brandram (West of 
Scotland Agricultural College, Auchincruive, Near Ayr, Scotland 
KA6 5HW), the Secretary is Ruth Johnston (ESCA). Meetings 
are to be at six-month intervals. 

Topics discussed at this meeting were various. They included: 


1. Directory of Agricultural Libraries in Scotland. This 
project aims to aid cooperation among them, especially 
in interlibrary lending. 

2. Union List of Serials. The details of compilation were 
discussed and an editorial panel was set up. 

3. Duplicate Lists. Lists of surplus journals and books 
were exchanged in the hope that gaps in some libraries 
holdings could be filled. 

4. On.Line Information Services. [t was suggested that a 
sub-group could be set up to act as a point of reference 
when problems were encountered in on-line searches. 
Several of these exist in different parts of England, 
under the aegis of the On-line User Group to which 
WSAC belongs. However there was no interest in this 
idea, so it was abandoned. 


The next meeting will be held in September this year, 
probably in Aberdeen.

A Recent Improvement in the MAFF Library Services 


The Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food has a large 
number of staff scattered all over Britain and they deal with a 
very wide range of subjects. In England and Wales there are 
over 100 MAFF library service points, but only a few, the 
largest, have professional library staff able to provide a full 
range of services. A need for professional librarians to be based 
in the regions was recognized and a two year feasibility study 
was set up. 


Brian Poulter was appointed on 1 December 1975 as Librarian 


for the two adjacent MAFF regions, Northern and Yorkshire/ 
Lancashire, to exploit and develop the resources of the MAFF 
libraries there. Among his duties were to provide current aware- 
ness alerting services and retrospective literature searches, 
either manually or using existing computer data bases. 

After a spell at Headquarters and visits to several of the 
largest MAFF libraries he was sited at the Newcastle Regional 
Office. From this base he visited the nineteen libraries of the 
region under survey and talked to their users to find out how 
these libraries were administered, the extent of cooperation 
among them and with other libraries, and the provision of the 
information retrieval services outlined. 

Standard library procedures were instituted throughout all 
the branches — whose operations had been very different — 
staff training in these procedures was given, and a staff manual 
Is being introduced. User guides and library serial holdings 
lists were published which will aid interlibrary cooperation. 
Links with local libraries outside MAFF have been made. 
Enquiry work and literature searching has markedly increased, 
especially with the introduction of on-line services, The 
Librarian produced two progress reports and a final report 
showing that the appointment of a professional librarian in the 
two regions resulted in better service to users, and the recruit- 
ment of further regional librarians is now in hand.

UKCIS has introduced a new range of current awareness 
bulletins, entitled BIOSCANS, covering specific areas in 
biology.

An issue of each title is produced monthly and contains 
titles, keywords amplifying the title, bibliographic citations, 
author names and addresses, and language of publication of 
recently published documents. BIOSCANS are produced by 
computer searching of BIOSIS Previews, which is a machine- 
readable file produced by BioSciences Information Service of 
Biological Abstracts based in Philadelphia, USA, the world's 
largest English language abstracting and indexing service for 
biological and biomedical research. BIOSIS Previews is based 
on the printed Biological Abstracts and BioResearch Index. 
Items included in the BIOSIS files are selected by regular 
monitoring of over 8,000 journals, and a large number of 
books, reviews, symposia, conference proceedings, notes and 
reports in biology each year. Items corresponding to each 
BIOSCANS title are retrieved using computer searches deve- 
loped by Janet Stow of UKCIS, who has been working with 
BIOSIS material for nearly ten years. Experts in each of the 
particular subject areas covered were consulted before finaliz- 
ing the content of the bulletins. 

The BIOSCANS concept stems from a service introduced 
by UKCIS several years ago entitled MACROPROFILES. 
These current awareness bulletins in chemistry proved so 
popular and were so widely used by the chemical community 
that Chemical Abstracts Service embarked on production of 
CA SELECTS, the current awareness bulletins with abstracts. 

UKCIS aniticipates that a bulletin service developed for 
biologists will prove equally popular. If the first series is re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, the BIOSCANS range will be ex- 
tended to cover other subjects and all suggestions for possible 
topics are welcome.

Non-bibliographic Data Bases 


Anew project, entitled Non-bibliographic online data bases: 
an investigation into their uses within the fields of economics 
and business studies, has been undertaken by Bernard Houghton 
and J. Claire Wisdom of the Department of Library and Infor- 
mation Studies, Liverpool Polytechnic, Merseyside, England. 

This project is intended to be a state-of-the-art-survey to 
clear the ground for the development of teaching packages 
to introduce new and potential users to hard (numeric, non- 
bibliographic) data bases. 

The investigation proposes to identify both the environment 
in which non-bibliographic data bases are being used and the 
information needs of the end-users of these bases. It will also 
attempt to identify the way in which end-users interact with 
systems and what training programmes, if any, have been 
developed for system operators and end-users. It also aims to 
investigate how access to the data bases has influenced the 
operational efficiency of the organizations concerned and an 
attempt will be made to obtain feed-back from end-users as 
to the use of the information they obtain from the data bases. 

With the co-operation of service suppliers users will be iden- 
tified from a variety of academic, industrial and financial sec- 
tors in the UK, Europe and USA. The method of investigation 
is by questionnaire and follow up telephone or personal inter- 
view. An itinerary of visits to users in the UK, Europe and 
the USA has been drawn up to support this. 

The investigation results will be published as a British 
Library Research and Development Report; the project is 
expected to finish in September 1979, Any requests for 
further information are welcome.

CLW Purchases Micro-Computer 


A research project at the College of Librarianship Wales 
on ‘Teaching On-Line Bibliographic Searching’ has been 
granted an extension of three months by its sponsors BLRDD. 
The three areas of research are (1) The development of teach- 
ing aids for introducing on-line systems, (2) Investigation of 
the problems encountered when introducing large groups to 
theuse of the MARC database on the British Library's BLAISE 
system and (3) Using on-line retrieval systems to demonstrate 
how various retrieval performance measures may be derived. 

Staff working on topic (2) quickly became aware that the 
use of the BLAISE system for teaching the entering and 
storing of bibliographic information (as distinct from retriev- 
ing it) is expensive in terms of systems costs and college staff 
time. The College has decided to purchase a Research Machines 
380Z micro-computer and a system is being designed which 
will enable students to input, edit or replace records using the 
same terminal equipment as they would with a full-size biblio- 
graphic store such as the BLAISE system but at a much re- 
duced cost and with less staff time required. 

Other anticipated uses for the computer are the teaching 
of the programming language BASIC, the demonstration of 
several computer-based indexing systems and the simulation 
of library house-keeping routines.

An index to three of America’s most prominent newspapers 
is now available online through Lockheed Dialog computerized 
information retrieval service. National Newspaper Index pro- 
vides cover-to-cover indexing of The Wal/ Street Journal, the 
Christian Science Moniter, and the New York Times. All 
articles, news stories, editorials, product evaluations, letters 
to the editor, obituaries, columns, cartoons and illustrations,

Advanced Reference Work Course

OBITUARY 


Herbert A. Howes 


The sudden death of Mr Herbert A. Howes (‘Bert’ to 
generations of academic and library staffs) has robbed the 
University of Birmingham’s campus of one of its longest- 
serving and best-loved figures. 

Mr Howes graduated from the University in 1936, and joined 
the Library staff shortly afterwards, serving under three succes- 
sive Librarians, as Assistant Librarian and Sub Librarian. In the 
old Harding Science Library and later in the new Main Library 
he was in charge of cataloguing and classification, then of perio- 
dicals, and finally of official publications. In each of these fields 
he established standards of painstaking, accurate work, which he 
then passed on to countless numbers of young library aspirants 
who were trained by him, and whose welfare was very close 
to his heart. His particular efforts in the field of government 
publications ensured that the University of Birmingham had 
a strong, balanced collection of these. 

He had a remarkable facility of being 'available' whenever 
anyone was in difficulty, an unparalleled knowledge of the 
library stocks, and an amazing tolerance and patience when 
confronted with unreasonable requests and garbled, inaccurate 
references. 

The University and the profession mourn his loss and feel 
saddened that he was not granted many years of leisure; their 
deepest sympathy i is conveyed to his widow and to the family.

Directory of specialist bookdealers in the United Kingdom 
hanaling mainly new books. High Wycombe, Peter Marcan, 
1978. 100pp. £4.15 ISBN 0 9504211 1 1. 


At last we have a directory which purports to help the 

specialist browser by indicating which bookshops he should 
visit. Although the title suggests that the directory has UK 
coverage, of the 335 bookshops listed, sixty-five are outside 
the London erea, and only forty of these do not specialize 

in political or children's books. Addresses, telephone numbers, 
opening hours and managers' names form the basic informa- 
tion given for each shop and in most cases this information 

is suoplemented with broader subject information and details 
of mail ordertng facilities, catalogues, secondhand activities 
and stock of non-book material. It would have been of in- 
terest to the user to have some indication of the size of stock 
at any time. There is a list of subject headings used in arrang- 
ing tae main entries in this directory, but it is necessary to 
scan the entire list before using the directory as the subject 
arrar gement does not relate to a recognizable classification 
scheme. 

There are some 'see also' references in the main list of book- 
shops and a user would be recommended to browse broadly 
in th2 main entry section also. For instance, the Business 
School Bookshop (entry 116) and Witherby's (entry 118) 
could also have been included in the section entitled direc- 
tories and yearbooks, The directory has a list of bookshops 
ordered by name, has an occasional mention of a specialist 
directory and also includes a brief list of directories of book- 
sellers of both new and antiquarian books. 
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This directory will fill a gap on the shelves of many refe- 
rence libraries, however, we hope that editors of any similar 
directories covering other regions, take the advice of end 
users before deciding on layout and arrangement. 


Research in British universities, polytechnics and colleges; 
Vol. 7: physical sciences. The British Library, 1979, 809 
pp. £15. ISBN 0 904654 23 0. 


The first volume of the long awaited Research. . . has 
now been published. Its invaluable predecessor, Scientific 
Research in British Universities and Colleges, was published 
annually from 1951 to 1975, when the British Library deci- 
ded to reassess the publication, announcing that its replace- 
ment would appear in 1977. We have had a long wait for the 
first volume of this source covering the physical sciences, 
and understand that we will have to wait at least until the 
end of the year for the other two volumes covering the bio- 
logical sciences and social sciences. 

The main sequence of entries is arranged in broad subject 
order. Within each subject, group arrangement is alphabetical 
by institution. The twenty-three subject groups and the 
names and addresses of the institutions are detailed at the 
start of the volume. The subject physical sciences covers a 
wide range of fields including architecture and building science, 
information science, and statistics and biometry. It would 
have been a useful addition to have an indication of the 
subject groups to be covered by the other volumes of this 
source. 

Projects and research teams within departments of insti- 
tutions are numbered. The name and keyword indexes give 
an alpha-numeric reference in three parts, corresponding to 
subject, institution and research team, e.g. U20,21 corres- 
ponds to subject section U (Physics) institution 20 (Exeter 
University) and project 21 within the University department 
concerned. All the keywords for a given project appear as 
separate main entries in the keyword index. 

Details concerning the method of obtaining data appear- 
ing in this volume would give a useful indication of its com- 
pleteness. There have been announcements that the source 
will be available on-line via the BLAISE service in the future. 
We sincerely hope that its availability on-line does not re- 
sult in less frequent new published editions. It is disappoint- 
ing that there has been a discontinuity in publication of this 
valuable source of information, but in spite of this and the 
time lag between publication of the different volumes most 
reference libraries will be very pleased to purchase this 
publication.

Although this would probably have to be adapted for 
ary specialized library it is an excellent starting point and will 
also be useful for librarians whose subjects hover on the edge 
of the business world.

LEXIS: a computer-assisted legal research system 


Speakers: Simon Partridge and Nicholas Harrison, Butter- 
worth Law Publishers Ltd

Since the early 1960s there has been considerable dis- 
cussion among lawyers about the possibility of using com- 
puters to assist them in the task of carrying out legal research. 
Impetus was given to this discussion by the developments in 
computer technology in the 1960s and difficulties which 
lawyers faced in handling the rapidly increasing volume of 
legal materials emanating from the courts, legislative bodies 
and regulatory agencies of one sort or another. 


The first computer based information retrieval systems 
specifically devoted to legal information became operational 
in the late 1960s. Today there are some twenty-eight systems 
in Europe designed to meet the needs of lawyers though only 
some ten of these are operational on any scale. It is in the 
United States that the greatest advances in this field have been 
made. There are four principal systems there, two of which 
are operated by the Department of Defense and Justice, re-

spectively, for the use of their own employees. The other two 
systems are commercially available to the legal profession as 
a whole: one, known as LEXIS, is offered by Mead Data 
Central inc (MDC) of New York and the other, known as 
WESTLAW, is offered by the West Publishing Company of St 
Paul, Minnesota, the largest legal printer in the United States. 


Since it was launched on a nationwide basis in 1973, 
LEXIS has established itself as the clear market leader..The 
service operates from a dedicated computer installation in 
Dayton, Ohio. All the software has been written by MDC 
specifically for LEXIS. The service is available through video 
display terminals installed in lawyers' offices. The terminals 
arə specially designed for LEXIS, featuring a keyboard with a 
number of non-standard function keys. 


In this way MDC have successfully overcome the problems 
of handling a very large database (currently more than 14;000 
million characters) and allowing simultaneous on-line access 
through the many hundreds of terminals located throughout 
the United States in courts, lawyers offices, law libraries, law 
schools, and legal departments in government agencies and 
private corporations. Currently the system handles more than 
320,000 search requests each month with a maximum of 
reliability and a very short response time. 


The database comprises two source materials of federal and 
state law in full text. This is mainly in the form of reports of 
judicial decisions (case law) but also includes statutes, regula- 
tions and administrative rulings. In 1978 Butterworths, the 
largest legal publisher in the UK, announced that they were 
discussing with MDC plans to introduce the LEXIS service 
into the UK with a database of UK case and statute law. It 
is hoped that the service will be available in early 1980.

Readers and researchers come from all parts of the world, 
and from all walks of life, as do members of Friends of the 
Fawcett library, a registered charity with the aim of further 
enhancing this very great library.

Visit to the British Library of Political and Economic Science, 
25 June 1979 


One of the visitors writes: 

Sitting in the handsome entrance lobby of the new library 
of the London School of Economics, waiting for the rest of 
the ASSIG party to arrive, | was caught in a time-warp. There 
on the wall was a plaque saying (and this was June) that the 
library had been formally opened by a Royal Personage in 
July 1979. It was an experience which set the tone for the 
rest of the afternoon. There were no subsequent apparent: 
shifts of time, but the sense of disorientation continued. It 
was probably because | was unfamiliar with the geography of 
the building, but it did appear to be a very difficult place to 
find one's way around. | half expected unguided users to be 
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issued with a ball of string to unwind behind them as they 
pursued their research. 

As most people must surely know by now, the building in 
which the library is housed is not new at all, but the former 
W. H. Smith warehouse converted for library use. Not having 
been designed as a library, it is un-surprising that the layout ` 
is difficult to comprehend; but perhaps familiarity breeds 
contentment. However, the library appears to be a very 
pleasant place in which to study (apart from a basement area 
which induced a feeling of claustrophobia which | had not 
felt before), and the reception and catalogue area is particu- 
larly spacious and inviting. 

Derek Clarke introduced us to, and presented us with 
some of the statistics of, this enormous library: £2 million 
raised by appeal for purchase of the site, 30 kilometres of 
shelving, 2% million items of stock, and seating for 1,500 
readers. Its claim to be the largest special library in the UK 
must surely be uncontested. 

Guided by Eric Blake, we toured each floor of the library, 
gaining an impression of the wealth of resources now almost 
entirely available on open access, and one cannot but be im- 
pressed by the scale of the place. The prospect of moving 
such a collection must have been daunting, but it seems to 
have been achieved very efficiently. 

Users of the library (and these are by no means confined 
to LSE staff and students, for the BLPES has a national as 
well as a domestic role to play) must consider themselves 
very fortunate to be able to share BLPES' great fortune in 
securing such accommodation in the Atkinson era, even 
if the top floor is not yet available for library use.

NEWS NOTES 


Costing and Timing Library and Information Service 
Operations 


The Library Management Research Unit (LMRU) is making 
a review of cost and time data relating to library and infor- 
mation service operations. The object of the review is to locate 
existing cost and time data, to assess the coverage of topics, 
to identify gaps in that coverage, and to make a critical 
appraisal of methods for obtaining cost data. 

From the progress already made with the review, it is clear 
that the field of library costing is full of pitfalls, omissions and 
confusion, Previous studies have covered some considerable 
ground, but there seems to be a lack of follow-through to this 
area of investigation. The result is that library and information 
service managers seeking practical. guidance on costing studies 
and cost and time data have difficulty in applying previous 
methods and findings, and in applying general rules and 
guidelines. Previous general reviews, although useful as such, 
have not made much headway in drawing together the material 
and experiences of the past. 

Lack of clear guidelines on general and specific issues of 
costing must hinder effective service management, develop- 
ment work and planning. Since the Unit has had to build up 
its own data base of costs and times in order to support its 
own programme of investigation, it is in a good position to 
make a review in this area. 

Ultimately the Unit would like to develop and publish a 
manual on library costs, times and costing methods. The Unit 
would be very pleased to hear from library and information 
service managers who have carried out in-house costing studies, 
and from those who experience difficulty in obtaining cost 
and time data for management purposes, or have encountered 
problems with methods and techniques. Please contact Stephen 
Roberts at the Library Management Research Unit, Depart- 
ment of Library and Information Studies, Loughborough 
University, Loughborough, LE11 3TU.

Employment Survey 


The vacancies section of the May issue of the Library Asso- 
ciation Record revealed that twenty posts were advertised by 
public libraries, nineteen by academic libraries and ten by 
special libraries. A questionnaire sent to these libraries to try 
to ascertain the extent of cost-cutting currently in practice 
showed that twelve posts had already been filled, twenty-five 
would be filled in the foreseeable future, and only four were 
unlikely to be filled. The response to the questionnaire was 
90 per cent by both public and special libraries, but only 
36 per cent by academic libraries. Several respondents thought 
that they were fortunate to have made an appointment and 
doubted whether they would have the opportunity to do so 
again. Two librarians had not been able to appoint because of the 
unsuitability of candidates and one had applied for a regrad- 
ing of the post, because of the poor response.

An all-party committee to cover all aspects of information 
technology was officially launched in the House of Commons 
in July.

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The purpose of the Committee is to provide a focus within 
Parliament for the study of the whole range of subjects now 
embraced by the term ‘information technology’. This ranges 
from the industrial production of devices such as semi- l 
conductors, computers, electro-communication equipment 
and fibre optics, together with the instructional procedures 
required by such equipment known as ‘software’, to the 
social impact of'such devices on employment, health, legal 
procedure and privacy. 

It has been felt for some time by some Members who have 
been instrumental in promoting the formation of this group 
that the House of Commons and the House of Lords have 
lagged behind some other major national legislatures in its 
recognition of the importance of information technology 
and the likely impact on both public and private life of the 
‘silicon revolution’. The committee proposes to do what it 
can to provide Parliament with an opportunity to inform it- 
self more fully about these subjects, to create a forum in which 
outside experts, industrialists arid academics can establish 
contact with interested Members in all parties and to provide 
such Members with opportunities to visit academic, research 
and industrial establishments engaged in this field. An active 
programme is planned for the autumn. 


Chancellor Receives Library Report 


The Library Advisory Council’s report on the future deve- 
lopment of libraries has been submitted to the Rt Hon Norman 
St John-Stevas MP, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster 
with responsibility for the Arts. The report deals with the 


organizational and policy framework within which libraries 


of all kinds will be able to co-operate most efficiently and 
effectively in a co-ordinated library service. The Council 

had been asked to embark on this study by the previous 
Secretary of State for Education and Science, The Rt Hon 
Shirley Williams, following the call of the House of Commons 
Expenditure Committee for an independent review of the 
whole structure of library provision and co-ordination. The 
Council also decided to ask a working party to consider 

what should be the Council's programme for continuing the ` 
study of the development of the country's library services. 
The Library Advisory Council was established in 1966 under 
the provisions in section 2 of the Public Libraries and 
Museums Act 1964 and advises the responsible Minister upon 
matters connected with the provision and use of public and 
other types of library facilities.

Resource sharing in the library and information world 
is the concern of most organisations regardless of 
subject. The more complex the social, economic and 
technological structure of a nation becomes, the 
greater is the need for a systematic approach to the 
provision of documents and information.

Since the early 1960s there has been considerable dis- 
cussion among lawyers about the possibility of using com-

Central Inc (MDC) of New York and the other, known as 
WESTLAW, is offered by the West Publishing Company of St 
Paul, Minnesota, the largest legal printer in the United States. .. 


Since it was launched on a nationwide basis in 1973, 
LEXIS has established itself as the clear market leader. The 
service operates from a dedicated computer installation in 
Dayton, Ohio. All the software has been written by MDC 
specifically for LEXIS. The service is available through video 
display terminals installed in lawyers’ offices. The terminals  - 
are specially designed for LEXIS, featuring a keyboard with a 
number of non-standard function keys. ' 


In this vay MDC have successfully overcome the problems 
of handling a very large database (currently more than 14,000 
million characters) and allowing simultaneous on-line access. ` 
through the many hundreds of terminals located throughout 
the United States in courts, lawyers offices, law libraries, law - 
schools, and legal departments in government agencies and 
private corporations. Currently the system handles more than 
300,000 search requests each month with a maximum of 
reliability and a very short response time. 


. The database comprises two source materials of federal and 
state.law in full text. This is mainly in the form of reports of 
judicial decisions (case law) but also includes statutes, regula- 
tions and administrative rulings. In 1978 Butterworths, the 
largest legal publisher in the UK, announced that they were 


in the late 1960s. Today there are some twenty-eight systems 
in Europe designed to meet the needs of lawyers though only 
some ten of these are operational on any scale. It is in the 
United States that the greatest advances in this field have been 
made. There are four principal systems there, two of which 
are operated by the Department of Defense and Justice, re-

It is hoped 
that it will provide a forum where problems and questions of 
the most practical kind can be raised, and that it will survey 
the full range of European Communities — a picture that it is 
difficult to put together in the member states.

Microprocessors are important both in themselves, as 
microcircuits and microcomputers, and also in un- 
leashing.a whole family of information technologies. 
Developments in lasers and non-impact printing, and 
in non-moving parts storage, imply that information 
systems of any complexity are now technically fea- 
sible. The bottleneck has now switched from flexible 
technology to the design of interconnectable informa- 
tion systems, and the problem of data capture is 
secondary to this design problem. This address will 
concentrate on a logical approach to seeing informa- 
tion retrieval systems in the wider context of organi- 
zation demands.

The opportunity and challenge of planning three large 
district libraries to meet the needs of the new town areas of 
Peterborough has encouraged the library to seek new forms of 
service in co-operation with other agencies, particularly in the 
field of community information. 


The willingness of other agencies to experiment with using 
libraries as a base for their services was fostered through the 
formation of the Peterborough Information Group, a regular 
forum for information and advice agencies which is chaired and 
serviced by the library. 


The first district library to be built, at Bretton, offered a 
prime site linking a covered shopping area with a large com- 
munity complex, The Cresset. The service began with four 
agencies operating from a shared desk with library staff. A 
user survey carried out after six months of operation revealed 
that the generalist agencies were more successful in numerical 
terms and that there was a large element of information seek- 
ing on a 'self-help' basis. This concept has been strengthened. 
The service has continued to develop with some agencies 
dropping out and other services being increased’ or added. 


The experience at Bretton is being built on for the other 
two district libraries, which are also joint school/public libraries. . 
There is here the added opportunity to develop community 
information as a part of the school curricula and for the total 
facilities of the library plus the school Audio-Visual and 
Reprographic Unit to become a community resource centre.

1979 Annual Conference 

The Aslib Electronics Group 21st Annual Conference was 
held at the Civil Service College, Sunningdale Park, Berks, 
from 1 to 3 June, 1979. The small, but select, band of 
members who attended were entertained, and informed, by six 
papers fairly divided between Librarianship and Electronic 
Engineering, delivered by experts in their fields. The weather 
was once more good to us and delegates enjoyed to the full 
l the amenities of this delightfully-situated conference venue.

Aslib — Looking Ahead: Basil Saunders, Director-General, 
Aslib 


| Mr Saunders, the new Director-General of Aslib, expressed 
satisfaction at the opportunity to attend the Conference and 
to meet some of the members. As an introduction he gave 
some details of his career in public relations, first with the 
General Electric Company (of America) in the United States 
and then with the Wellcome Foundation. Being neither a _ 
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scientist nor a librarian he felt able to take a fresh look at 
Aslib's role in the information scene. He was however not new 
to information, having spent a good deal of his career inter- 
acting with journalists for whom, perhaps above all others, 
information was vital. He had learned that information is not 
neutral but has always been previously selected and presented 
with some aim or bias. The Aslib membership might look on 
him as their own public relations man. 

Conferences were useful partly in allowing time for con- 
templation of the more general issues and he himself found he 
had been able to contemplate the general information scene in 
what, at the moment, seemed a steady flow of conferences. 
There was an exciting future for information and it was a good 
time to be in this business, once the potential of the new 
computer/communications technology had been realized in a 
practical form suited to the real needs of users, and some 
silliness had been rejected such as the idea that there would be 
an on-line terminal on every scientist's bench and no need for 
any intermediary. 

On the role of Aslib, he referred with approval to the paper 
by D, R. Campbell in Journal of Documentation December 
1969 which stressed the multiple functions of the Association. 
Aslib was the membership: Aslib was what it did. It had to 
keep abreast of new technology while remaining in touch with 
old skills. It was pointed out that one third of the members 
were outside the UK and thus Aslib had both a national and an 
international role. The membership subscribed to Aslib to 
support particular aims and had less interest in more general 
aims which might, theoretically, be pursued by Aslib. Aslib 
served the functions of information. 

In information research Aslib had carried our pioneering 
work setting rigorous methodologies while keeping its feet 
firmly on the ground of practical applicability. Research would 
not be done for its own sake but only where someone needed 
the answers and was willing to pay for it. Consultancy played 
an important role in remaining in touch with real problems 
and for this reason the Research and Consultancy departments 
had been merged. It was hoped that ideas for research would 
come from the membership and a channel was needed to 
express such ideas. The tendency would be towards the 
practical, the empirical, the pragmatic. At conferences, for 
example, besides the expression of the broader views there 
would also be a return, without apology, to more case studies 
on the lines of ‘how | run my information service’. It was also  .-- 
intended that Aslib should be the voice for information. In 
attempting to recruit new members from industry it had 
become clear that one could not explain Aslib if one first had 
to explain information. It was important to promote recog- 
nition of the information function. There was a need to get 
away from the passive expressions such as ‘acquisition’, 
‘storage’, ‘retrieval’, towards a more active approach. 'Dissem- 
ination’ for example might more positively be expressed as 
'promoting the flow of information". 

The motto proposed for Aslib and for the information 
worker was ‘There is more information in existence that you 
think there is, and we are the people to find it for you'. 


Lending in the fu ture?: A. G. Myatt, British Library Lending 
Division 


The Lending Division is now acquiring 51,500 current 
serial titles and 75,000 monographs a year. If growth 
continues at the same rate as in recent years, receipts in the 
year 2000 will be of the order of 75,000 current serials and 
150,000 English language books. Growth rates of 40 per cent 
per annum and more in the number of published articles in 
the field of science and technology have been reported. Many 
libraries cannot now keep up with this rate of increase and will 
turn increasingly in the future to BLLD to satisfy their needs. 
Increasing inflation has meant that the cost of subscriptions to 
even the most basic serials in a particular field is beyond the 
scope of many libraries and it is fortunate that the Lending 
Division was fully operational before the main effects of 
inflation began to be felt. The speed of supply from Boston 
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Spa and the absence of comparable organizations overseas has 
led to a considerable increase in demand and now new factors 
are beginning to appear which will become of greater sig- 
nificance in the future. 

in 1977 there was a dramatic increase in the number of 
machine-readable data bases. The Commission of the EEC has 
prepared projections which suggest that on-line searching in 
Europe could reach one million conriect hours per annum by 
1983, a growth rate of up to 60 per cent per annum from now. 
If growth rates in Europe compare with these in the United 
States there is likely to be a considerable reduction in the costs 
of on-line access, and the cost of a typical search may well fall 
considerably. Thus large data bases will become available to 
more individuals and organizations and many new requests for 
documents will arise as a result of on-line searching. 

Looking ahead a little further towards the electronic 
information world of the year 2000, some information 
workers have suggested that every scientist will have perm- 
anently in his office a terminal which could be used to create, 
. transmit and receive information, to write letters, collect data, 
compose and distribute reports, search library catalogues, 
collect documents and even participate in conferences, The 
draft text of the scientist's report will be fed electronically 
into a controlled-access file and a message put into the com- 
munications system to those of his colleagues who will review 
what he has written, They will be able to call up the text and 
send back their comments in the same way. After modification, 
the report might be electronically transmitted to a sponsoring 
body, perhaps a professional society or commercial enterprise 
taking on the role of an electronic publisher. Readers will be 
able to locate the same paper in a number of different files, 
roughly equivalent to publishing among a number of journals, 
because it would not cost significantly more to duplicate 
papers among data bases. The cost of the electronic journal 
is already significantly less than current costs of traditional 
composition. A cost of between one and five dollars has been 
quoted for printing a 10-page, 50,000-byte article on the 30 
cps terminal, and the full texts of 25,000 journals would 
require 4 x 1077 bits of on-line storage each year at a cost of 
about 1.2 million dollars. 

The cost of effectiveness of computer processing of 
information will be greatly increased by the application of 
new storage devices and memory technologies. The videodisc 
now being developed in the United States, Holland and Japan 
can hold 54,000 video frames on one side of a 12 inch disc. 
Of greater interest to the information community is the 
potential of storing over ten thousand million characters of 
digital information on one videodisc with random access and 
a read rate of thirty megabits per second. By way of com- 
parison the entire Medlars data base numbering two and a 
half million citations contains less than three thousand million 
characters of information. 

However, there are drawbacks to the full implementation of 
all-electronic publishing, storage and inter-library loan of 
scientific and technical articles. First, although the cost of 
production of the electronic journal has been shown to be 
competitive with its printed. counterpart, the additional costs 
of on-line dissemination and retrieval are unlikely to compete 
with traditional methods until well into the 1990’s. Even then 
the effect of several recently introduced innovations in 
publishing, such as synoptic journals, miniprint, integrated 
journal publishing and on-demand publishing, may well be to 
keep down the costs of the printed paper to an acceptable 
level. 

Secondly, countries with poor and slowly-developing 
information services may well find it economic to use elect- 
ronic communication methods for access to the literature 
but will still have no alternative to hard copy when it comes 
to the documents themselves. The publisher of the fully- 
electronic journal may well be.denying access to a great many 
readers. Thirdly, the advances in facsimile transmission 
techniques will tend to postpone the demise of the traditional 
hard-copy library. A new facsimile machine has been des- 
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cribed which can transmit an A4-size document in less than 
twenty seconds. Fourthly, there are problems of enabling one 
system to freely exchange information with another, and 
problems of reliability and security. Some functions could not 
be undertaken at all, for example the transmission of 

coloured graphics and photographs, Finally, the problems of 
the user, dealing with different query languages, natural 
languages and vocabularies. Will the author be satisfied to see 
his paper committed to a digital file rather than appearing in 
print? Copyright, too, poses problems. In the not too distant 
future it is probable that librarians will be required to collect 
fees for photocopying. This could be complicated enough, but 
how much more complex could be the question of royalties 

in an international electronic information system. 

It is more likely that the secondary services will be the first 
to move away from conventional publishing, the cost of ab- 
stracts and indexes having already escalated beyond the reach 
of many libraries. The subscription to Chemical Abstracts was 
$12 a year in 1940 and is now $4200. What will be the cost 
when the service is covering a million items a year? It is almost 
certain that there will be a crossover from electronic pro- 
duction of secondary sources to electronic publication and 
dissemination, but whether the same process will eventually 
take place in the case of primary publication is a matter for 
conjecture. Whatever the outcome, the author believes that 
there will still be a place for the conventional library, including 
Boston Spa, in the year 2000. 


The state of the art in data transmission: J. Blackwell, Racal 
Data Communications Group 


This paper attempts to answer the question, ‘What is the 
state of the art in data transmission?' by first considering the 
history of the technology and then some future trends. When 
data transmission first emerged as an art in its own right, 
central processor facilities provided local and remote batch 
application. Interactive application software was being written 
and the protocols and network architecture developed. In the 
UK the major areas of development were at 1200 bit/s for 
banking applications, while in the USA and in some of the 
advanced airlines in Europe, higher speeds of 2400 bit/s were 
being introduced for flight reservation systems. The tech- 
nology then being introduced was that of micro logic; this 
allowed a wider use of digital circuitry than had previously 
been envisaged. Soon the 2400 bit/s modem became est- 
ablished and the 4800 bit/s modems were introduced as micro 
logic gave way to a higher packing density technology called 
Medium Scale Integration (MSI). By 1970 the first 9600 bit/s 
modems had been introduced and the use of data transmission 
at all speeds was increasing although the bulk remained at 
1200 bit/s. It was at this time that the International Telephone 
and Telegraph Consultative Committee (CCITT) introduced 
its V26 bis recommendation for 2400 bit/s operation over the 
public switched networks. 

A further step in the use of the public switched networks 
for data transmission was taken by the computer bureaux 
when they used time-division-multiplex equipment to enable 
several subscribers to access the bureaux at local call rates via 
low speed circuits, the bureaux then passing the multiplexed 
signals to the central computer via high-speed long-distance 
leased circuits. The British Post Office offered its Dataplex 
service for this purpose in 1975. 

The advent of the microcomputer had a major impact on 
data transmission. By 1977 microcomputers were used in 
modem design and in the generation of a new range of 
products such as intelligent multiplexers and terminals. 
Modem operation and all of its facilities were now controlled 
by a programme which could be fairly readily changed. Data 
compression and statistical traffic analysis allowed multi- 
plexers to handle two or three times the number of channels 
previously considered as the absolute maximum.. The price 
of the equipment dropped, and along with this the price to 
the user, which further stimulated the data transmisssion 
market. — 
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iT he increasing use of the public telephone network for 
data transmission and its effect upon the service offered to 
normal telephone users was causing increasing concern to the 
telephone operating authorities throughout the world and by 
the mid-1970's some were considering the possibility of 
providing dedicated networks for data transmission, the 
CCITT being very active in this area. The British Post Office 
introduced its Experimental Packet Switched Service {EPSS) 
and the German Bundespost the Experimental Data Switch | 
(EDS). The Packet Switched Service operates by chopping-up 
the data into ‘packets’ which are sent to the destination over 
the network, the paths being shared between the users for the 
duration of the packet only. The CCITT has drawn up Recom- 
mendation X25 for packet switched data networks, which are 
generally referred to as X25 networks. The recommendation 
defines the formation of the packets, how the routing inform- 
ation is added and how the network interfaces with the 
terminating equipment. Data networks of this type offer the 
significant advantages of economy, flexibility, ease of passing 
international traffic, and a move away from the expensive 
Central Processor concept. On the other hand there are doubts 
about the security of the data, possible delays and the lack 
of flexibility for large users. 

‘The market for modems is likely to level off in the next six 
or seven years, but some areas are likely to expand, in 
particular the use of the public switched network. Micropro- 
cessors will revolutionize the home computer market, and this, 
together with domestic users wanting access to such systems as 
Prestel, will cause an increased demand for public switched 
network connections. Prestel will use 1200/75 bit/s data 
transmission and as future Videotex systems link up with 
home computers these speeds will need to be increased. 
Teletex is likely to offer an alternative to Telex and will 
initially operate at 2400 bit/s. Over the next ten years there 
will be a gradual integration of most of the data transmission 
services, with a combination of the speech band telephone 
system, packet switched networks and digital switched 
networks carrying the data transmission to link the electronic 
office services of Facsimile, Videotex, Teletex and even 
voice. 

Fibre optics for communication purposes has been the 
subject of much research over the last ten years and during the 
last twelve months several wide-band circuits operating over 
distances up to ten km and at speeds up to 500 Mbit/s have 
been laid for experimental purposes. An alternative market 
| area being considered is the local distribution fibre optic 
system, where distances up to two km, at speeds of 10 Mbit/s, 
can! be achieved at very low cost. Such systems are ideal for 
the|wiring of complete buildings and offices for data or voice 
and may well turn out to be the means of transmission 
employed for the ‘electronic office’. 


Digital processing of signals in telecommunication: J. R. 
Pollard, Plessey Telecommunications Research, Ltd 


At the present time, the chief incompatibility between 
telécommunications networks and computer networks lies in 
the form in which information is carried. Almost without 
exception throughout the world telecommunications networks 
transmit information in actual waveforms or 'analogue' form. 
A computer network, however, though structurally similar to 
the telecommunications network, transmits information as a 
series of pulses or in 'digital' form. The analogue system 
preserves the waveforms and is good at handling speech but 
is poor at handling data unless it is transformed into con- 
tinuous waveforms by a modulator/demodulator (modem). 
The digital system preserves information, is good at handling 
speech if suitable coder/decoders (codecs) are incorporated, 
andi is ideal for handling data already coded into digital form. 
Further advances in semiconductor technology are unlikely to 
affect analogue systems and cost savings are improbable.. 
Digital systems, on the other hand, are bound to benefit 
from the current rapid advances in semiconductor technology 
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and consequently will tend to reduce in cost. It therefore 
seems inevitable that telecommunications will move 
increasingly towards digital technology and computing will 
move towards network operations. 

There will be many specific types of network. Packet 
switching is an attractive concept to telecommunications 
administrations because it maximizes efficiency of the circuit 
between nodes or exchanges by transmitting close-packed 
information. The disadvantage to the user is the amount and 
cost of processing required to prepare information in suitable 
input form and a similar problem to recover it and to ensure 
that it is error-free and correctly re-assembled. 

The currently-operational Prestel service is a good example 
of a network application made possible by the convergence of 
communications and computing. A standard television set with 
some added electronics connected to a telephone line is linked 
via the ordinary telephone network to an access control and 
thence to the Prestel data base installation. By using a keypad, 
the user can call up information held in the data base. This is 
an example of how a user can command very simply the 
services of an indefinitely large data base. 

The rance of potential services is endless but their 
individual successes or failures remain to be seen. What is 
important is that there will be the facilitv to transmit any 
input — data, voice, telex or facsimile, for example — by 
common signal! processing equipment over a universal digital 
network. International digital standards have already been 
agreed, with a variety of data rates. The most important will 
be the basic sixty-four kilobits per second, subdivided to * 
eight kbit/s and lower, with multiples of two and eight mbit/s 
and ultimately up to 140 Mbit/s and higher. 

With the increasing connection of computers to the ubl: 
network the questions of security and system abuse come to 
the fore. The operating authorities are understandably 
cautious in their approach and prefer to keep the control of 
such things as network signalling securely in their own hands. 
Safeguards against accidental or deliberate misuse, or actual 
fraud, must be imposed, but with increasing co-operation 
between telecommunications administrations and the 
computer companies the need for such precautions should 
disappear. 

Another service likely to arise from the convergence of the 
telecommunications and computer technologies is that of 


electronic mail. Messages are input directly to the network via 


a keyboard and visual display unit and are received almost 
immediately at a remote visual display unit, to be sub- 
sequently retrieved from a data base memory. Allied with this 
service is that of electronic funds transfer. Here there must be 
adequate security precautions to safeguard against unauth- 
orized access, and it must be made impossible to alter the 
amounts being transferred or to divert them to other 
recipients. Electronic authentication of signatures is required 


to quard against the possibility of counterfeiting or other 


forms of fraud. 


Semiconductor lasers: Dr C. H. Gooch, Royal Signals and 
Radar Establishment 


Semiconductor lasers have been the Cinderella of the semi- 
conductor field for many years. They are small in comparison 
with other types of laser — gas, ruby, etc. — and tend to be 
disregarded for most of the more spectacular applications. The 
first semiconductors were of germanium, which does not have 
very good temperature stability, and they were largely 
superseded by silicon. At one time it was thought that gallium 
arsenide would be the ideal material, but its use for transistor 
manufacture was dropped when they were found to be light- 
sensitive. This property makes them ideal for electro-optical 
applications such as lasers and display devices. Although the 
maximum output from a gallium arsenide laser is in the infra- 
red region other combinations of elements from groups ll! and 
V of the periodic table can be used to produce maximum 
output at different wavelengths. However gallium arsenide i 
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gives more energy for a particular input current than any other 
compound and is most widely used for semiconductor laser 
manufacture. 

The semiconductor laser consists basically of a small chip 
of semiconducting material sandwiched between two metal 
slabs. The required junction can be produced in the semi- 
conducting material by one of a number of different pro- 
cesses. The earliest method used was the diffused-junction 
techniques in which a layer of zinc was diffused into the 
gallium arsenide surface. This was followed shortly after by 
the epitaxial process in which a crystal of one type of the semi- 
conducting compound is grown on to a substrate of another 
type. A later method employs the heterojunction, where a 
gallium-aluminium arsenide layer is grown on a gallium 
arsenide substrate, and more recent still, the double- 
heterojunction, which has a layer of gallium arsenide sand- 
wiched between two layers of gallium-aluminium arsenide. 

For growing films by the epitaxial process it has been the 
practice so far to use liquid-phase epitaxy, but since this pro- 
cess is not convenient for mass production there is now a 
growing interest in vapour-phase epitaxy. 

Given these basic materials and methods for producing the 
junctions, how do we make a laser? The thin slice of semi- 
conductor on which the junction has been deposited is 
chopped up into a number of tiny cubes. The faces of these 
perpendicular to the junction are highly polished by rolling or 
pressing so that light is reflected backwards and forwards along 
the junction, so setting up an oscillation at the laser frequency. 
The tiny chip is usually mounted in a heat sink such as a 
copper stud, one terminal of the laser being bonded to the 
stud and the other being connected to a wire which passes 
through the stud. The copper stud may be screwed into a 
larger heat sink. Devices with much greater power can be made 
by stacking several laser elements together and gathering 
together the free ends of their separate terminals into one 
optical fibre bundle. 

Among the advantages of semiconductor lasers are that 
they are small, easily fabricated (and hence cheap), bright, 
current-driven, fast (up to about 100 MHz), and reliable. 
Applications range from radar, where the requirements are for 
small optics with a narrow beam, fast modulation times, and 
accuracy of range to within a matter of inches, to com- 
munications where the ease of modulation and the high 
frequency of working are again the dominant factors. In 
communications systems the modulated output from the 
laser is passed along optical fibre cables and demodulated by 
a suitable detector at the other end of the line. 

in answer to questions, Dr Gooch said that other types 
of laser would continue to be used for high-power 
applications, such as surgery, where the beam must be visible. 
Semiconductor lasers, being of relatively low power, are not 
dangerous, except to the eyes. The gallium arsenide type could 
not be used as indicator lamps since their output was in the 
infra-red, not the visible, band of the spectrum. It was better 
to use light-emitting diodes for this purpose. Again, they could 
not be used for welding, since they did not produce enough 
power. Semiconductor lasers are not at present being 
manufactured for general use, but when in full production 
they should be available for about £10 each. They are ideal for 
short-distance optical communication systems, say for alarms 
around and between buildings, but for really short distances 
the light-emitting diode was adequate. Other uses envisaged 
were in surveying and in weapon-training. 


Word processing: K. Wharton, Keith Wharton Consultants Ltd 


IBM define word processing as’... quite simply the sum of 
the activities involved in composing, dictating, recording, 
transcribing, and typing words in the modern office.' Word 
processing machines are based on the electronic typewriter and 
assist the typist in various ways to simplify work and improve 
output. In the modern office word processing is used for: 

standard letters — such as responses to letters of complaint 

and personalized advertising letters; 
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text building — in, say, conveyancing documents or tech- 
nical handbooks; 

text revision — in updating and revising directories; 

typing schedules — to simplify the completion of forms and 
compilation of tables. 


Mr Wharton said that there were an estimated one million 
secretaries in the country, 80 per cent working in small offices 
employing ten or fewer staff. This market accounted for 
annual sales of 200,000 typewriters and 14,000 word 
processing machines. The market for the latter was estimated 
to be growing at 25 per cent per annum. There were presently 
about forty suppliers of word processing machines but he 
expected this total to reduce eventually to six or seven. 

In the electronic typewriter the basic mechanical and 
electro-mechanical parts of the electric typewriter had been 
replaced by a micro-processor and a stepping motor. At the 
next level the addition of internal logic and storage provide 
for: 


automatic underlining; 
automatic centering; 
automatic justification; 
error-correction facilities; 
format control; l 
automatic paragraph indenting. 


More advanced machines have all the above facilities plus 
some display, larger storage and editing features; and the final 
level of sophistication adds exchangeable stores (floppy disks) 
and split memory enabling standard letters to be run off 
against an inbuilt address file. Costs of the machines 
progressed from £1,000—£1,200 upwards to. £5,000—£6,000 
and more. 

Where machines had a VDU it was often an advantage if 
the display unit and keyboard were separate units as this 
allowed the operator to adjust their relative positions 
according to preference. Displays might be ‘thin window’, 
‘partial page’ or ‘full page’. In ‘thin window’ only the 
sentence being typed was displayed but this did permit easy 
correction of ‘conscious errors’, i.e. changing a character when 
a wrong key had been struck inadvertently. ‘Partial page’ and 
‘full page’ were self-explanatory — ‘partial page’ was the 
minimum display for editing text. It is possible for a number 
of word processors to share a central logic unit which has 
some advantages including economy and improved supervision. 
To obtain the best from any system it is necessary to have 
trained operators, trained authors and disciplined procedures. 

On the need for word processors Mr Wharton stated that 
in the twenty-five years from 1950 to 1975, office costs, as 
a proportion of overheads, had risen from 20 per cent to 
50 per cent. During this period the output of the average 
factory employee had risen by 95 per cent but office output 
by only 5 per cent. Investment per employee was £5,000 in 
the factory but only £500 in the office. 

The average typist types 250 characters a minute and makes 
an error every 600 characters. Correction of errors (including 
carbon copies) takes about ninety seconds. The average output 
of a secretary is 150 lines per day, of a copy typist 250 lines 
per day, and of an audio typist 350 lines per day. 

The output of authors is about eight words per minute 
when handwritten, twenty words per minute when dictated to 
a shorthand typist, and thirty-five words per minute when 
dictated to a machine. 

Text input to typing pools is composed, approximately, of 
70 per cent handwritten material, 10 per cent machine 
dictated, 8 per cent dictated to a shorthand typist, and 10 per 
cent revised typescript, with 2 per cent other, miscellaneous 
material. 

Secretarial staff by number average 20 per cent of the 
workforce but only 8 per cent of the payroll total. 

Mr Wharton was asked when he thought the market for 
word processors would stabilize. He replied that he didn't 
think it would any more than markets for other products, 
under continuous development, had stabilized.

Soybean Entomology Information Systems 


Access to extensive information resources on soybean 
entomology is offered by SIRIC and IRCSA, two computer- 
based services operated by the Soybean Entomology Research 
Program of the Illinois Natural History Survey and the Univer- 
sity of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign. 

SIRIC, the Soybean Insect Research Information Center, 
operates a system for the collection, storage and retrieval of 
literature on soybean-related arthropods. SIRIC has four 
principal objectives: (1) to survey the world literature on 
soybean-related arthropods and to establish a data base for 
that literature; (2) to collect and organize relevant documents 
(such as journal articles, book chapters, and reports) and to 
develop a retrieval capability through the use of code descrip- 
tors; (3) to aid researchers, extension workers, students and 
others by conducting computer searches and by providing 
copies of documents in the collection; (4) to compile and 
publish bibliographies on key soybean pests. | 

The literature collection now contains nearly 17,000 
documents dealing with soybean arthropods (pests, vectors 
of diseases, pollinators, and natural enemies), and relevant 
papers on a list of about twenty-four species of key impor- 
tance. The literature on these species is surveyed without 
regard to their plant associations. For this reason SIRIC con- 
tains many documents pertaining to crops other than soybeans, 
such as corn, cotton, and alfalfa, Exhaustive searches have 
been made for literature on some important species. The 
results are used in compiling bibliographies in the series 
The Literature of Arthropods Associated with Soybean. 

To date, bibliographies have been published on five insects: 
The Mexican bean beetle, Epi/achna varivestis; the southern 
green stink bug, Nezara viridula; the bean leaf beetles, 
Cerotoma trifurcata and C. ruficornis; the velvetbean 
caterpillar, Anticarsia gemmatalis, and the corn earworm and 
the tobacco budworm, Heliothis zea and H. virescens. 

The services of SIRIC are provided without charge to 
interested persons working with soybean insects in the United 
States and abroad. 

IRCSA, the International Reference Collection of Soybean- 
Associated Arthropods, comprises specimens and ecological 
data for samples obtained from all soybean-producing regions 
of the world. It now houses about 150,000 identified speci- 
mens of soybean-associated arthropods in over 2,300 species. 
Major emphasis is placed upon ensuring that the identifica- 


tions of the material in the collections are highly authoritative. 


The purposes of IRCSA are fourfold: (1) to survey the 
soybean-associated arthropods of all soybean-producing 
areas of the world, placing major emphasis on the phytophagous 
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species, their parasites and predators, and vectors of soybean 
diseases; (2) to monitor the major pest species for possible: 
changes in geographic distribution; (3) to aid in predicting 
insect problems in areas where soybean production is being 
initiated; (4) to provide identification services for soybean 
researchers and producers. 

Data on the collection are stored on magnetic computer 
tapes retrievable by requesting a listing of all species collected 
under a specified set of conditions (e.g. location, date, or 
sampling method), or specific conditions under which a certain 
species has been sampled (e.g. all the locations — countries, 
states, and counties — where the bean leaf beetle has been 
found). .

ABASG Visit to NIBSC 
On the afternoon of Thursday, 29 March, some twenty 


. members of the Group climbed Holly Hill in Hampstead to 


visit the National Institute for Biological Standards and 
Control (NIBSC), housed in an old chest hospital with a 
panoramic view over London. 

The work of the Institute was introduced to the party 
by the Director, Dr Joe Smith, who explained, with the 
help of slides, the concept of the biologica! standard which 
was developed to overcome the variability of effect that 
would otherwise exist between biological products. These 
products, essentially human medicines including vaccines, 
antibiotics and other substances like insulin are those which 
cannot be physically or chemically characterized and there- 
fore need to be standardized by virtue of their biological 
properties. 

These materials are sometimes donated by the manu- 
facturers to the Institute, whose responsibility it is to establish 
that the material, whether it be insulin, a hormone for the Pill, 
or Blood Coagulation Factor VIH, has adequate activity, that 
it is homogenous, stable, of a certain degree of purity, and 
can be assayed with acceptable precision. Once prepared to 
the required standard, the product is distributed into glass 
ampoules, freeze-dried and tested yet again. It is interesting 
to note that the freeze-drying technique developed for the 
preparation of biological standards is now used throughout 
the food industry. 

The final products, many of which are designated as the 
national or international standard by the National Biological 
Standards Board or the World Health Organization, are sent - 
al! over the world. 

The ‘Control’ function of the Institute, which is funded 
by the DHSS, is essential for maintaining the consistency and 
quality of manufacture of biological products, and each of 
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the five Divisions within NIBSC is responsible for a particular 
group of substances, for example, antibiotics or blood products. 
"All five Divisions, and the supporting departments of 
Chemistry, Allergens, Statistics and Standards Preparation, 
maintain a research programme and it is mainly as a support 
to this work that the library, run by Francesca Sherwood with 
two assistants, functions. A tour of the library reflected the 
highly specialized but at the same time diverse nature of the 
work of the Institute. As in many small specialized libraries, 
the Librarian at NIBSC acts as information officer as well 

as Curator, providing current awareness arid SDI services as 
well as the usual library back-up services. Literature searches 
are carried out with some success using the on-line data base 
MEDLINE which is accessed on BLAISE via a terminal in the 
library. 

Tea brought to an end a most enjoyable and enlightening 
afternoon, and on behalf of the Aslib Biological and 
Agricultural Sciences Group, | would like to thank again 
the Director of NIBSC, Dr Smith, and the Librarian, Francesca 
Sherwood, for their hospitality.

Another Successful Visit 


A small party of group members arrived one hot, July 
Saturday this year at the Kingley Vale National Nature 
Reserve, near Chichester, after some neat map reading. 

The Warden, Richard Williamson, met us and gave an 
introductory talk on the scientific studies being undertaken 
here, together with an outline of the management techniques 
needed to maintain representative areas of the various yew: 
communities, together with the other communities such as 
are found on the chalk, and to preserve the relicts-of the 
ancient field systems and other archaeological structures. He 
showed us the sort of plants and animals we might expect to 
see, using the collection of the small museum. The larger 
specimens were subjects that had met with accidents and the 
like and had been preserved, if the damage was not obvious, 
to show to visitors like ourselves. 

_ After collecting guides to the nature trail laid out ahead 
we set off but soon stopped for a leisurely lunch on the 

path dividing a dense part of the old yew forest from 
adjacent mixed shrubs and woodland trees, before walking 
through the forest and up the hilf to the highest parts of 

the reserve, Many butterflies of the rough grass-feeding 
butterflies, the browns, aiso skippers and one dark green 
fritillary were spotted. The birds were very quiet, apart from 
an odd chiff-chaff, probably too busy chick rearing, or resting 
from this exhausting chore during the heat of the day, under 
the canopy of leaves. Apart from other humans and some 
fields of sheep none of the reserve's mammals were seen. 

The view from the boulder commemorating Sir Arthur Tansley 
was well worth the climb, extending to the coast with the 

Isle of Wight dimly visible. 

Some areas of the high chalk downs carried an exciting 

crop of orchids, mainly bee and pyramidal orchids being 
in flower at the time. The party gradually descended back 
to the surrounding farmland outside the reserve, where the 
contrast to the rich variety of plant species we had just seen 
was very apparent, and set off for home. Readers might like

CAB/CAIN Evaluation Project: A comparative study on 
the performance of two agricultural databases in a computerised 
current awareness service, by Susan Harvey.

This book will be of interest to agricultural and related 
subject librarians and information officers who are using 
or contemplating the use of major external commercially 
available data bases. In addition it may be of interest to 
workers in other subject areas if they wish to compare data 
base characteristics and user attitudes. This study was a joint 
Dutch/British project set up in the knowledge that the 
Agricultural Working Party (AWG) of the European Economic 
Community's (EEC) Committee for Scientific and Technical 
Information and Documentation (CIDST) had agreed to 
undertake a comparative study of AGRICOLA and AGRIS. 
The study was designed to test the SDI performance of the 
data bases against the needs of a representative population of 
agricultural information users. 

There is a useful concise description of the two data bases 
together with brief details of the search software/user-system 
interface/users and a clear report on the evaluation criteria 
and methodology used. Stress is placed on the limitations 
of the experiment even though the evaluation criteria and 
methodology are standard. The differences between the 
data bases are well noted and the number of times AGRICOLA 
has been previously evaluated obviously proved valuable. 

The results obtained concerning user attitudes are far 
more conclusive than those concerning the service perfor- 
mance and thus, quite rightly, due weight is given to them. 
Also many of the findings contain an element of surprise not - 
least the figure for overlap, especially when considering the 
claims of the data producers, although the users of these 
data bases appear to appreciate that, by using both the data 
bases in conjunction, subject coverage could be good, while 
for comprehensive coverage these sources would have to be 
supplemented from several other sources. Particularly interest- 
ing results are reported on the desirability of having abstracts, 
various time factors, recall, relevance, duplication, value for 
money and broad subject searches. 

Various additional aspects of this comparison that could 
have been covered, if the required resources were available, 
are noted and further investigation would seem beneficial 
in the costings areas. In addition suggestions for future studies 
and modifications to the methods for carrying them out are 
indicated. 

The fact that this document has produced interesting and 
useful results, opinions and indications, and also manages to 
generate further ideas during its reading, is somewhat marred 
by difficulties that have obviously been encountered during 
its final production. This is exemplified to a minor degree 
by the need for some additional sub-editing, but to a greater 
extent by the number of errors not corrected at the proof- 
reading stage and the break down of cross-referencing to 
material in the appendices.

Supplement to List of international Market Surveys 


About 2,800 market surveys and related economic reports 
commissioned by the US Department of Commerce have 
been issued since 1975, and in mid-1978 the NTIS United 
Kingdom Service Centre published a select list of about 1,000 
titles published since January 1977.

Possible Cuts in Government Statistics Programme 


The Government is considering cuts in the official collation 
of business statistics, as part of its review of public expendi- 
ture. At risk are a significant number of the quarterly Business 
Monitor inquiries into manufacturers' sales covering 170 
industrial sectors, some annually collated statistics, and up 
to 160 jobs at the Department of Trade and Industry's Business 
Statistics Office in Newport, Gwent, South Wales. The public 
expenditure review has already led to the axeing of a special 
shops inquiry. 

A 10 per cent public expenditure reduction would mean a 
significant pruning of quarterly statistics. A 15 per cent cut 
would hit annual statistics. The Government's room to 
manoeuvre in this area, however, is evidently limited by an 
EEC legal obligation to furnish Brussels with certain regular 
information. 


Public Enterprise Information 


The phenomenon of state involvement in business is very 
widespread in most mixed economy countries. It is frequently 
difficult to obtain information about the subject as a whole 
in any one country, let alone on a multi-country basis. One 
source is a specialized management consulting practice — Metra 
Oxford Consulting — who have two major published works 
on European public enterprise (Pub/ic Enterprise in the EEC, 
edited by William Keyser and Ralph Windle, Sijthoff and 
Noordhoff, 1978, ISBN 90 286 0598 3 and State Business: 
Public Enterprise Experience in the EEC, by William Keyser, 
Rodney Stares and Ralph Windle, Liber Forlag, 1979, ISBN 
91 38 04666 0), as well as having undertaken work for the 
EEC and the Swedish Government on public enterprise in 
Europe and major OECD countries.

Future meetings 


The New Year programme promises to be a ood one, with 
some interesting meetings, now still at various stages of plann- 
ing. For February, a meeting has been arranged which 
might well appeal to members from other Groups, as well as 
ASSIG members. The speaker will be David Wrigglesford who 
is an active member of AEBIG; he is also Resource Librarian 
at the Industrial Relations Training Resources Centre. This 
is an exciting, fairly new enterprise located at Ashridge 
Management College in Hertfordshire. 

Nobody can be complacent about industrial relations in 
this time of industrial unrest. In the fields studied by the 
social sciences in particular there is an added dimension, 
not normally present in industry and commerce, in that 
third parties may be affected — for instance in the education, 
health and welfare services where the presence of the client 
and the effects on him may blur a clear-cut picture — as was 
found in the strikesituations of last winter. 


Standing Conference on Social Science Information 


The last meeting of SCOSSI devoted much of its time 
to a long discussion of the group's future. It was decided not 
to embark on a recruiting campaign for members or to attempt 
a greater formality of organization. The general feeling was 
that the work of furthering the development and application 
of social sciences information studies could best be accompli- 
shed by a loosely organized, informal, and not too large, 
group of activists at this stage. It was expected that much of 
the creative work would be carried out by small groups of 
specialists on 8 decentralized basis. 

At the same meeting the main interests of SCOSSI were 
summarized as follows: The main preoccupation of the group 
was the improvement of the communication system of the 
social sciences. tt was further agreed that the following activi- 
ties were appropriate for the attainment of such an end: 


(i) international activities as outlined by the Working 
Group; 

(ii) acting as a national pressure group; 

(iii) monitoring and interpreting relevant research to 
ensure effective dissemination, especially among 
practitioners; 

(iv) encouraging research on neglected problems, - 

especially the structure of knowledge in the social 

sciences; . 

establishing specialist working groups to discuss and 

explore specific issues; _ 

(vi) providing a forum for social science information 
interests; 

(vii) liaising with other relevant information and social 

. Sciences groups nationally; 
(viii) encouraging publication of relevant material; 
(ix) arranging meetings/conferences/workshops, etc.

In pursuit of these ends foür. working parties have been 
established in the areas of Applied Social Sciences, Literature 
Review, International Developments, and Structure of Know- 
ledge. These groups meet at irregular intervals and are charged 
with the responsibility for introducing ideas developed in 
their specialist meetings for discussion in SCOSSI general 
meetings, for indicating courses of action consonant with 
the general aims of SCOSSI and for implementing such recom- 
mendations where possible. As someone remarked they are 
intended to be action groups!
